“At- 
lanta is a fine, growing town-—un- 
questionably the finest town in the 
south. We expect our Atlanta fac- 
tory to do a large business.” 


Mrs. McKeown Likes City. 


Mrs, McKeown, who accompanied 
her husband on this trip to Atlanta, 
is so impressed with this city that 
she insists that they erect a winter 
home here. 

Four buildings are to be erected 
at a cost of .$150,000 on the five-acre 
tract on Glennwood avenue. Railroad 
facilities on the Atlanta and West 
Point railway belt line provide trans- 
portation for the factory’s products, 
which are wood “lattis trusses,”’ wood 
“bowstring” trusses and wood trusses 
of other types: ‘The trusses are used 
as roof supports for all buildings re- 
quiring clear floor space, suth as 
commercial garage, machine shops, 
storage buildings, assembly halls, 
gymnasiums and the like. The spans 
are built for spaces of from 30 to 150 
feet in width, and are made of pine 
and other woods shaped by processes 
of special machinery, Mr. McKeown 
owhing the patents. He is the origi- 
nator of the bowstring truss, and has 
been in the manufacturing business 
for over 35 years, for 22 of which 
he has been making bowstring trusses, 

Mr. McKeown is very proud of the 
fact that he was the first manufac- 
turer in America to start the Satur- 
day half-holiday for factory workmen, 
a practice which began 31 years ago. 

The United States government used 
McKeown trusses in many of its aitf- 
domes. The company has just in- 
stalled trusses in the telephone com- 
pany building in Chicago, the trusses 
being 130 feet in length with sup- 
ports.

Little Hope Seen 
For General Drop 
In Building Costs 


Little hope of any immediate sub- 
stantial lowering of general labor costs 
in’ the building industry is found in 
statistics made public Saturday by 
the building research bureau of G. 
Miller and company, nationally known 
investment banking house specializing 
in building construction. 

Figures compiled by the research bu- 
reau from official reports of the aver- 
age paid up membership in the 17 
building trade unions in the United 
States ‘showed that they now have a 
membership of more than 864,000. 
This represents a gain in the last two. 
years approximately 44, 617 new mem- 
hers, an increase of 5 per cent over 
their former membership. 

“This membership gain,” said the 
research bureau, “has placed labor in 
n more favorable position than ever be- 
fore bapoD pee any attempt to deflate 
seriously the improved standards of 
living it fhe recently achi@®ved. 

“Although the unions only actually 
control between 38 and 40 per cent of 
the 2,250,000 wage earners in the con- 
struction industry, the wages and 
worknig conditions attained by the 
organized crafts are generally accepted 
as the basis of compensation for all 
building workers. 

“Another important factor in the 
wage situation is that there is no per- 
ceptible indication thatthe building 
labor supply will greatly exceed the 
demand, The apprenticeship system 
has failed to perform its function and 
native American workers have not 
been attracted to the industry in large 
numbers. Limitation of immigration, 
first by the war and later by legisla- 
tion, together with strict laws against 
contract labor, and the condition of 
employment in some\European coun- 
tries, have also’ greatly reduced the 
supply of skilled and unskilled labor 
recruited from abroad, especially from 
northwestern Europe. herefore, the 
probability is that under normal build- 
ing conditions there will be a utiliza- 
tion of the available force practically 
to capacity for somt time.”

GOVERNMENT LIFTS 
CATTLE QUARANTINE 


Washington, November 21—(/)— 
The department of agriculture today 
issued an order, effective December 
10, lifting cattle tick quarantine in 
601 counties in the south and partial- 
ly removing the quarantine in 121 
other counties. 3 

The infested area in North Carolina 
was released from the quarantine, 
leaving this state entirely free from 
the restrictions which now make six 
states free from the disease including 
California, Georgia, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. 

Today’s action, the department 
says, means that since the campaign 
against the tick was begun, 601 coun- 
ties have been freed from the pest and 
121 others partially freed. 

The department of agriculture be- 
gan the campaign against the cattle 
tick in 1906 when counties in 15 
southern states were infested.‘ The 
territory to be released in the various 
states follows: 

Arkansas—Crawford and Cleburne 
counties, the remainder of Van Buren 
and part of Jefferson counties. 
Alabama—Bibb, Shelby and the re- 
mainder of Jefferson counties. 

Florida—Bay, Calhoun, Gulf, Jack- 
son, Liberty, Martin, Washington, and 
parts of Franklin, Holmes, Okaloosa 
and Walton counties. 

North Carolina—Brunswick, Car- 
teret, Columbus, Craven, Jones, Ons- 
low and Pamlico counties. 

Oklahoma—Latimer and pa of 
Choctaw and Pushmataha countie. 

Areas requarantined include the re- 
mainder of Mobile county in Alabama: 
Cameron, Calcasieur, Vermilion and 
the remainder of Catahoula parishes in 
Louisiana and parts of the counties 
of Brooks, Duval, Kenedy and Jim 
Wells in Texas.

The accepted theory, whether well 
founded or not, is that the Civil war 
was fought to free the negro slaves 
of the south. Considering at face 
value what has followed that war an 
analytical and constructive mind is 
forced to the conclusion that it was 
an instrument of Providehce to free 
the white people of the south from 
a social and economic system that was 
an otherwise irremovable barrier to 
progress and the development of un- 
limited resources. The south under 
the eld slave system could not pro- 
gress or be developed. Slave labor 
was unsuited to industrial operations 
and the white labor was not much 
better, being content to live on the 
crumbs from the slave owners’ table 
and the pickings around the big plan- 
tations. 

On the battle-scarred top of Look- 
out mountain this Sunday, 1925, 
dwell 6,000 happy and prosperous 
people. There’ stand some of the 
finest‘ homes and private estates in 
the south. When the settling smoke 
of the battle above Lookout» moun- 
tain met and merged with the clouds 
lifting from the valley in 1863, Chat- 
.tanooga was ae dilapidated river 
town of 3,500 people. The popula- 
tion was almost evenly divided in its 
loyalty to the north and to the south. 
Human passions had been fanned into 
red flames by the conflicts between 
opposing armies continually beating 
around its walls. Neighbors and even 
families were as strangers. Today 
Chattanoega is a metropolitan city 
with a population of 92,000, with ap- 
proximately’ 400 of the most prosper- 
ous manufacturing industries .in the 
country within its boundaries. One 
hundred and fifty miles to the south 
is Atlanta, destroyed by Sherman in 
April, 1864, with a population of 
250,000 and numerous industries 
sending their products to the mar- 
kets of the entire world. A little 
westward, 160 miles is the great 
iron and steel city of Birmingham 
with a population of 200.000 that 
had not then been founded. 

The people of the north and the 
south now are meeting and mixing 
together in far greater numbers now 
than they ever have. We acknowl- 
edge a large obligation to the south- 
ern climate for this happy condition. 
The lure of comfort, pleasure and 
profit in Florida has brought into 
contact with their southern neighbors 
hundreds of thousands of northern 
people who previously had known 
nothing of the people of the south 
or the richness of its resources ex- 
cept what they had read from parti-

London, November 21.--#)— 
What should have been an 18-hour 
voyage from Philadelphia to New 
York came to an end after 35 days, 
when the ca#ptain and crew of the 
steamer Algiers were landed at Car- 
diff, Wales, yesterday. The rescued 
men now are on their way back to 
America on the steamer Doric, which 
sailed today. 

The coastwise freighter Algiers set 
out from Philadelphia, October 16. 
Captain W. G. Hanson was in com- 
mand and his crew numbered 22. 
With engines broken down svon after 
the start, the Algiers drifted in strong 
northwest gales and heavy seas, 380 
miles off Chesapeake, ovt of the 
track of shipping. She was without 
wireless, and her flare Mgnals went 
unobserved. 

The Algiers, leaking badly, wal- 
lowed for 13 days, nine of them with- 
out food nor fires in her boilers. The 
four days’ rations carried by the 
vessel soon were exhausted. 

Finally, the British freighter, Ras- 
say sighted the helpless ship, but the 
seas were heavy. One of the Algiers’ 
boats capsized and another was brok- 
en, but all the crew eventually were 
hauled aboard and brought safely to 
port.

ALEXANDER DISCUSSES 
RACIAL DIFFICULTIES 


Indianapolis, Ind., November 21.— 
(Special.)—“The popular picture of 
the negro mind which the white peo- 
ple have is the picture of a negro 
mind that never did exist,” said Dr. 
Will W. Alexander, of Atlanta, sec- 
retary of the inter-racial commission 
at the annual meeting of the board 
of home missions and church _exten- 
sion of the Methodist ' Episcopal 
church here. aie 

Dr. Alexander said in part: 

“Negroes understand whites better 
than whites understand negroes, and 
yet much that negroes attribute to 
whites is not true. The relationships 
are made difficult by misunderstand- 


ings on both sides. 
ood will among 


“There is much 
whites in the south for negroes. The 


difficulty is that it is good will to- 
wards the type of negro that no longer 
exists. 

“Our investigations further reveal- 
ed that racial difficulties grow largely 
out of the mental attitudes. | 

“We discovered that by bringing in- 
telligent colored and white men to- 
gether in frank and friendly discus- 
sion this chasm between them could 
be bridged. 

Work of Commission. 

“The work of the commission on in- 
terracial cooperation has been to try 
to build a bridge across the gulf that 
exists between the intelligent white 
men and intelligent negroes. : 

“There are two fundamental prin- 
ciples for creating better race rela- 
tions: conference and cooperation. 

“There had been a conspiracy of 
silence in the south on this question. 
Dr. Moton says that negroes tell white 
men what they think is safe for white 
men to know; and that white men: tell 
negroes what they think negroes have 
sense enough to understand. You can- 
not get along that way. ‘The first 
step is to bring this question to open, 
frank discussion. 

“Right race relations are a by- 

roduct. If men work together around 
fie concrete task, they will soon 
change their attitudes to one another. 

“With many others, I am con- 
vinced that the millions of negroes in 
America have something of. great 
value to contribute to American life. 

Worthy of Confidence. 


“The negro -is not a menace to 
America. He has proved himself 
worthy of confidence. He has been, 
and may continue to be, a blessing. 
In the years that are to come he needs 
the help of those who have voiges of 
influence. 

“The forces working for racial good 
will in America have been unified. 
Never -before since the civil war has 


the negro had such a chance to speak 
for himself. Not only have negroes 
in these days heen speaking for them- 
selves, but they have found new voices 
to speak for them.” During the 34 
years previous to 1922 with 439 
Iyvnchings, there had been but one in- 
dictment, so far as the records show. 
The poor and ignorant everywhere 
have a hard time in the courts. Possi- 
bly the thing which has mattered 
most has been the changed attitude 
which has come to the white people 
}who have been doing the work.” 


LIVE TISSUE TAKEN 
FROM 1913 CHICKEN 
IS STILL GROWING 


New York, November. 21.—Live 
tissue, taken from the heart of a 
chicken in 1913 by Dr. Alexis Car- 
rell. still is growing under the care 
of Rockefeller Institute experts. Had 
it not béen pared down each day, it 
now would be “a colossal monster,’’ 
overspreading the entire city of New 
York, they said today.

we were assured that with the ad- 
vent of ‘junior highs’ all our school 
troubles would ended. 

“The first class from junior high 
went up this semester and now these 
girls are finding that somewhere there 
is a missing link in the educational 
scheme. These girls after a stren- 
uous quarter are finding themselves 
not up with the work and that the 
curriculum is at least a half year 
beyond their preparation. These are 
not stupid, inattentive girls, but those 
who are ‘A’ pupils in junior highs. 

“Some of the high-school teachers 
are so unsympathetic towards these 
girls that the pupils are intimidated 
and they are given no explanation and 
no efforts are made to bring them up 
with the work. 

“Girls of 15 years are sensitive 
and non-aggressive as a rule and are 
not going to ask questions of teach- 
ers who will perhaps call attention 
to their lack of information.

“Even though the crossings now ex- 


isting were being eliminated, statistics 
show: that an average year 706. of 
these crossings were eliminated and 
4,437 new ones created and at this 
rate the crossings in this country will 
be eliminated when that fabled frog 
crawls out of the well. Therefore, 
until some better plan is originated, 
the only solution of this problem we 
have before us is the cooperation be- 
tween the railroads and their: em- 
ployees and tle state and town au- 
thorities, assisted and encouraged by 
the press, civic authorities, automobile 


‘organizations, educators and the public 
‘generally. 


There must be a thorough 
understanding and perfect harmony 
in the effort to educate everybody of 
the danger lurking at railroad cross- 
ings. 

‘The last legislature of Georgia 
took a very advanced step in this di- 
rection by passing a law requiring 
county authorities t6 designate every 
dangerous crossing where the view is 
obscured as unsafe, requiring the rail- 
roads to put up a sign to this effect 
and the public to bring their automo- 
biles to a full stop before going across, 
and this same law requires motorists 
to reduce speed to six miles at all 
other crossings. 

“It will require a great deal of edu- 
cation to train the public and drivers 
of automobiles in géneral to appre- 
ciate the value of these orders, and it 
should be the duty of everyone to im- 
press upon all over whom he has any 
influence the fecessity for stopping at 
grade crossings and looking to be sure 
that there is no train coming before 
going across. 

“The A. B. & A. has been actively 
engaged in educational work having 
for its purpose the elimination of 
grade crossing accidents for many 
years. For the last four years all 
class 1 railroads have conducted 
through the four summer months their 


careful crossing campaigns, in which 


we have taken active part. That 
these campaigns have done much ef- 


fective accident prevention goes with- 
out saying. 


In spite of the ever in- 
creasing number of automobiles in 
service and the great number of miles 
made by trains the number of fatali- 
ties at grade crossings are being re- 


duced year by year.

Both are based on farm prices of De- 
cember 1 each year. 

On the basis of. the annual average 
production of corn by the ten states, 
the three years, the per capita pro- 
duction was 20.8 bushels. The al- 
lotment of corn meal per capita a year 
is 13 bushels, so there was left for 
the horses, mules and hogs, only 7.8 
bushels a year. Bach horse and mule 
requires 90 bushels of corn, or corn 
and oats, a year, and each hog, 22.5 
bushels of eorn a year.

lative support so much in evidence 
when a decided trend either way de- 
velops. ’ : 

Selling Predominates. 

In the early part of the week sell- 
ing orders predominated, with aggres- 
sive efforts now and again to put up 
certain stocks, but these efforts fail- 
ing to attract more buying. the se- 
lected issues would sag off discourag- 
ingly. Extra dividends, as well as 
other tidings that in ordinary circum- 
stances would be the cause of buying 
demonstrations, were announced al- 
most daily, but with little notice being 
paid to them and less effect market- 
wise. It could hardly be termed a 
smash in security prices for many 
stocks stood their ground fairly well, 
while in others the volume of trading 
decreased decidedly when quotations 
were going against them. 

‘Tighter money at this season of 
the. year is not expected, nor is the 
action of security prices a cause for 
surprise when funds are higher priced. 
The average trader has been so aston- 
ished at the coutinuing advance in his 
holdings over such a long period that 
he anticipated-a reaction and was will- 
ing to believe that even the slightest 
disturbance in financial conditions 
would bring about a panic. With this 
frame of mind prevailing the wonder 
is that an actual debacle did not 


develop. 


Big Business Scale. 


The fact is that the rediscount rate 
is of minor importance to public trad- 
ers—the real backbone of a bull mar- 
ket—and so far as brokers are con- 
cerned their beliefs are plainly illus- 
trated by sales of New York Stock 
Exchange seats at $150,000. ‘The 
brokerage business is on such a stu- 
pendous scale that, following the 
quashing of an attempt to increase the 
number of stock exchange seats, agita- 
tion is now going on to put bonded 
clerks on the trading floor, similar to 
the practice on the Lendga exchange. 

Conditions as a whole point to an 
indefinite continuation of present pros- 

rity in all industries and while po- 
itical problems begin to loom larger 
as we approach the next session of 
congress no adverse legislation is an- 
ticipated. 

Public utility officials continue to 
warn against wild speculation in the 
stocks of their companies, giving voice 
to the fact that such companies do not 
eut melons and can only earn a legiti- 
mate profit on their capitalizations, 
but the boom in that class of securi- 
ties has beea fairly over for a month 
or more and it would be entirely aor- 
mal for them to seek levels more in 
keeping with their past earnings rec-

Low Money Rates. 

Although money is decidcily firm 
and there have been considerable with- 
drawals from New York banks, com- 
paratively the vates are very reason- 
able. Heavy increases in reserves 
are shown in bank statements and 
this only bears out the frequent re- 
iterations that call rates are arbi- 
trary and have little legitimate ef- 
fect on stocks so far as the actual 
values are concerned. Call rates are 
not given thought by the far-sighted 
stock buyer who is in a financial po- 
sition to carry his stocks until they 
reach levels in accord with funda- 
mentals as they apply to his particu- 
lar selections. 

Some of the railroads hava had 
good. advances while the market was 
breaking. Others have stood station- 
ary and in isolated instances, ameng 
those most highly speculative, have 
shown minor recessions, but the un- 
dertone of rails is excellent and a 
casual glance at a day’s trading 
sheets gives conclusive evidence that 
the railroad shares are being pur- 
chased in steadily increasing volume.

to precede directors’ meetings in the 
early .part of December.

Within the past week the Federal 

Reserve bank at Cleveland has fol- 
lowed the example of the Boston Fed- 
eral Reserve bank in increasing its 
rediscount rate from 34 per cent to 4 
per cent and the stock market has had 
another break such as followed the 
change in the Boston rate, not as se- 
vere but enough to indicate plainly 
that a decided change has occurred in 
the money and stock market picture. 
On November 10, the day following 
the unexpected increase in the Boston 
rate the stock market had a wide-open 
break with the total. turnover 3,448,- 
000 shares, the largest day’s business 
in its history, comparing with 3,270,- 
000 shares the previous high record 
made in April of 1901 and with 3,- 
,000 in December of 1916. Since 
November 10 there has been another 
3,000,000 share day, the fourth in the 
history of the stock exchange, but 
= the figures below those of the 
th. 
The rediscount rate of the Federal 
Reserve bank at Cleveland remained 
unchanged at 34 per.cent from Aug- 
ust of 1924 until this week’s advance. 
to 4-per cent. It cannot be said 
therefore. that the 4 per cent rate 
just established reflects tight money. 
But it can be said that it marks the 
passing of the period of easy money 
on which has been based the-upward 
price movement in the stock market 
which has been going on since April 
of 1924 with temporary interruptions. 
It is now plain that on Movember 10, 
when the turnover was 3,448,000 
shares, the stock market was going at 
such a rapid pace that it was not 
generally realized that the peak of 
the phase of the bull market under 
the leadership of the motors was be- 
ing reached and passed. 

While the peak of the bull. market 
under the leadership of the motors 
was reached and passed om November 
10, this does not mean that the bull 
market is over. Those in Wall 
street whose views count for the most 
are of the opinion that the bull stock 
market will continue under tlie lead- 
ership of the rails, oils and steels, 
until a real strain appears in the 
money market. 

Wall street bankers are of the 
opinion that if a real strain appears 
in the money market as a result of 
expanding general trade, improving 

eneral trade will take the stock mar- 
et along with it for a considerable 
period. On the other hand the be- 
lief exists that stock speculation will 
continue over a shorter period if a 


real strain appears in the money mar- 
ket without continued improvement in 
general trade but because of continued 
speculation in the stock market and 
in real estate. : ere 
So far the demand for commercial 
loans has not kept pace with improve- 
ment in general trade for the simple 
reason: that most corporations have 
had so much cash on hand this au- 
tumn that they haye*been doing their 
own financing. Each day of improv- 
ing general trade, however, brings 
nearer the time when these corpora- 


tions must apply to their banks for . 


required working capital. 

That. Wall street does not expect a 
real strain to appear in the money 
market in the near future but does ex- 
pect the bull market to continue un- 
der the leadership of rails, oils and. 
steel shares is evident from. the fact 
that while the stock market ‘was de- 
clining under the leadership of the 
overextended motor sharesa powerful 
pool was formed for operating on the 
long side of no less than ten railroad 
stocks. While the motors were lead- 
ing the stock market frequently more 
than one pool was operating in the 
same motor stock. However, until the 
powerful railroad pool in questiom was 
formed such a thing as one pool 
operating in ten different stocks was 
unheard of. Announcement that such 
a pool has been formed will come as 
a surprise even. to many Wall street 
people usually well informed. 

Compared with industrials a very 
different stock market situation ex- 
ists in the rails. Industrial com- 
panies that have not increased . their 
capitalization since the war are as 
scarce as hen’s teeth. The motors for 
example have had one increase after 
another in capitalization as a result 
of stock dividends and stock split- 
ups. Take for example General Mo- 
tors which recently touched a new 
high for all times under the existing 
capitalization at 1493. If each stock 
increase is traced back the price of 
1493 is equivalent to not far from 
$2.000 a share for the original share» 

In the meantime, that is since 1914, 
the capital stock of the railroads of 
the country as a whole has remained 
unchanged and with the floating sup- 
ply being constantly absorbed by in- 
vestors. In the matter of actual earn- 
ing power the railroads of this coun- 
try have never been stronger than to- 
day. That. developments are rapidly 
shaping into the largest movement of 
railway consolidations ever experi- 


‘enced in this country is a matter of 


common knowledge. If a favorable 
decision should be handed down in 
thé near futtre on the pending Nickel 
Plate merger which will act as a pat- 
tern for other proposed railroad con- 
solidations, this decision coming on 
top of the Iarge current earning 
power of many railroads plus the very 
small floating supply of railway 
shares could easily cause a stock mar- 
ket situation which with the public in 
its present frame of mind would justi- 
fy the formation of a pool handling no 
less than ten different stocks, all of 
which have more or less community or 
allied interests. 

Likewise,’ if the prediction ma- 
terializes made by Chairman Gary, of 
the Steel corporation, that the steel 
manufacturers will shortly be turning 
away orders, it--is conceivable tliat 
speculation in the steel shares is not 
over. That the oil companies are 
making very large profits is a matter 
of record.

has far exceeded .the supply. Freight 
rates enter largely into the reasons 
why we cannot use this fuel in the 
south. We are compelled te adopt 
methods of burning coal in such a 
manner as to reduce the smoke and 
give satisfactory results. 

“Residence smoke, while making 
probably less than 10 per cent of the 
total smoke of the city, is particularly 
objectionable because it is produced in 
the section where its damaging possi- 
bilities are at a maximum. The 
smoke is discharged from low levels, 
and distinguished from the high chim- 
neys of a factory; hence it drifts into 
windows and throughout the residence 
territory very annoyingly.

Social, Shakespeare and Woman’s 
clubs combining in one larger organ- 
ization. She stressed the value of 
rural clubs, mentioned one in Polk 
county; spoke of Sugar Valley and 
other as yet unfederated clubs, and 
used the slogan “Each club organize 
one new club.” Mrs. MeGarity call- 
ed special attention to the junior work, 
giving the four divisions, but suggest- 
ing the first two as more practical for 
small towns. Though they pay no 
dues, nor do they vote, junior divisions 
are credited to the older clubs in the 
cup competition, which is based on a 
ratio of clubs in each district, not 
total membership. 

Miss Crabb ufged that at the next 
election the corresponding secretary 
be chosen from the same town as the 
president.

Miss 
Crabb, the president stated, had been 
invaluable to her in the district work, 
writing, telephoning arid otherwise 
filling her office. 

Mrs. H. J. Smith, chairman com- 
munity service, told of taking active 
part in the bond election the pre- 
vious day, when by a vote of 2400 to 
40 Whitfield county voted $400,000 
for highway construction. Mrs. Smith 
-also gave practical suggestions as to 
time devoted to reading club reports 
at district conventions. Three min- 
utes is not enough to tell all the 
achievements of an active club. 

Speaking from experience as pre- 
siding officer, Mrs. Irby said that 


when time had been carefully appor-' 


tioned, allowing every moment possi- 
ble for chairmen and clubs, as well 
as regular business and information 
brought by state officers, for one dele- 
gate to overstep her time on the floor 
was not only discourteous to the pre- 
siding officer but to all others who were 
deprived of thefr privilege to speak. 

The press chairman suggested that 
if all club reports were sent to her 
at least 10 davs before a_ district 
meeting they might perhaps all be 
printed on one sheet and distributed 
to all delegates for careful study and 
comparison at home, then a brief out- 
line and greeting could be expressed 
to the assembly within the allotted 
time. 

Mrs. Bailey. chairman of forestry, 
urged every club to put on at least 
one forestry program during the year. 
materials for which may he obtained 
from Lillian T, Rabler. U. S. gov- 
ertiment’ department forestry, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Calling attention to the 
desert and barren wastes of China, 
she prophesied equal distress for the 
United States unless a halt is called 
on the present timber destruction, as 
we are using it at a rate four times 
as fast as nature can regrow the 
forests. Publie sentiment must be 
roused to this threatened lumber 
famine. 

Miss Reynolds gave interesting and 
valuable suggestions as to the place 
of music in club life. 

Mrs. I. M. Awtry, whose admir- 
able display of arts and crafts was 
so much atimired at Calhoun, re- 
quested clubs to plan for an enlarged 
display for her department at the 
spring convention. She told of the 
Acworth guild, whose only dues were 
two garments given to the poor. 

Mrs. B. T. Morgan’s report on il- 
literacy received sympathetic atten- 
tion. She has visited several clubs, 
speaking on her topic, and has plans 
to cover the district during the win- 
ter. This is a work that practically 
every club is giving thought and as- 
sistance to, and by 1930 it is hoped 
the stigma of illiteracy may be re- 
moved from Georgia. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley, president of the 
board of trustees, Tallulah Falls 
school. and Mrs. Howard McCall, 
life director, arrived just as the 
session adjourned for luncheon and- 
were presented to the members. At

WICKERSHAM JOINS 
O’RYAN IN URGING 
U.S. TO JOIN COURT 


New York, November 21.—(4/)— 
George W. Wicketsham, former at- 
torney general cf the United States, 
today joined with Major General John 
F. O’Ryan of the New York national 


guard at a luncheon of the Lawyers’ 
Club of New York, in advocating ap- 
proval by the United States senate 
of the proposal that this country ad- 
here to the permanent court of in- 
ternational justice. 

Arguments emphasized by Mr. 
Wickersham were based chiefly on 
legal grounds, while General O’Ryan 

viewed from a military standpoint ‘the 
necessity for entry of the United 
States into the world court. 

What danger there is in action by 
the senate on the proposal, the for- 
mer attorney general declared, lay 
in the possible adéption of some addi- 
tional reservations or conditions 
which might be offered by some sen- 
ators. 

General O’Ryan said the present 
nloofness of the United States must 
arouse the suspicion of Europe. 

“The adherence proposal should be 
adopted,” Mr. W ickersham said, “be- 
{cause the court is the practical ful- 
'fillment of a quarter of a century of 
|American advocacy; because it will 
‘put the United States in its proper 
iplace as taking practical, affirmative 
| part in the maintenance of the most 
ladvanced imstitution of international 
justice; because the establishment of 
such a court marks a great advance 
over the ordinary processes of arbi- 
tration, and because, unless our gov- 
ernment is willing to make this slight 
advance in international cooperation 
for the maintenance of peace, we must 
‘abandon all thought of moral leader- 
ship and moral influence in the family 
of nations.’

THE SCRIP FARCE, | 


The communication from H. S. 
Mapp on this page emphasizes again

That applies to appropria- 
tions already made by statute, or 
anticipated. If scrip becomes legal 
tender for the payment of obliga- 
tions incurred by a prior statute the 
only thing necessary to nullify the 
constitutional restriction would be 
to appropriate at one session and 
issue scrip at the subsequent Ses- 
sion. And if legal in a small meas- 
ure it must necessarily be legal in a 
great measure. That is to say, if a 
debenture is not a ‘“‘bond,” within 


comes entirely worthless. 

The issue is too sacred to trifle 
with. Our state constitution is either 
fundamental, or it is a useless in- 
Strument and might as well be elim- 
inated as organic law. | 

The Confederate pensioners 
should be paid. They deserve to 
be treated fairly.

NYE FURNISHES ISSUE, | 

The appointment of Gerald P. 
Nye, of North Dakota, a non-parti- 
san league and a radical of radicals, 
to the Ladd vacancy in the United 
States senate, promises to precipi- 
tate, on the very opening day of 
congress, a fight of nation-wide im- 
portance, and in a way méasure the 
potency of the La Follette group in 
the senate. It will hinge on the 
issue of whether a United States 
senator is purely a state official, or 
an official of the federal govern- 
ment. 


The republican insurgents will 
grasp the opportunity to open the 
fight on the president that they have 
been seeking. Indeed, it is said that 
Governor Sorlie, who is an ardent 
La Follette follower, was induced to 
make the appointment, in the face 
of his prior call for a special. elec- 
tion, for the specific purpose of 
forcing an issue. The administra- 
tion forces will challenge the legal- 
ity of the appointment. The radical 
offices will attempt to force an ac- 
ceptance of his credentials from the 
governor. Then the firing will be- 
gin, 

According to Washington dis- 
patches, the administration leaders, 
including Senators William Butler, 
of Massachusetts; Charles Curtis, of 
Kansas, and George H. Moses, of 
New Hampshire, having received 
legal vupinions from some of the 
most prominent attorneys in the 
country, insist that the governor of 
North Dakota has no right to ap- 
point and, therefore, “the senate 
cannot even consider the creden- 
tials of Gerald P. Nye.” 

The administration leaders have a 
definite precedent in the instance, 
some years ago, of the appointment 
of Frank P. Glass to fill an Alabama 
vacancy. The appointment was 
made on the basis of a state statute 
giving the governor the right to fill 
vacancies in ‘state offices.”” The 
senate finally declined to seat Mr. 
Glass on the basis that a United 
States senator was a “federal offi- 
cial.” 

On the other hand, the La Follette 
group will point to the decision of 
the United States supreme court in 
the case of Senator Ralph Burton, 
of Kansas, versus the United States. 
Senator Burton had been convicted 
of accepting money for using influ- 
ence with the postoffice department. 
In the decision Justice Harlan had 
the following to say about the status 
of a United States senator: 

“While the senate, as a branch of 
the legislative department, owes its 
existence to the constitution and par- 
ticipates in passing laws that concern 
the entire country, its members are 


chosen by state legislatures and can- 
not properly be said to hold their 


places under the government of the 
United States.” 


This will be questioned no doubt 
as an irrelevant discussion, by the 
jurist writing the opinion, of a mat- 
ter not germaine to the case in issue, 
or the verdict of the court, and 
therefore not a direct court opinion 
upon the issue as to whether a sen- 
ator is a State or federal official. 


GREAT CANAL PLAN. 


At a preliminary conference in 
Washington Wednesday attended by 
Governor Walker, Senator Harris, 
President Cargill, of the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce, and General 
Ashburn, of the inland waterways 
corporation, the board of army engi- 
neers agreed to hold a supplemental 
hearing on the proposal to complete 
an intercoastal canal system from 
New Orleans to Columbus. This

TRAINING WOMEN. 


One of the agencies which is con- 
tributing most definitely to the edu- 
cational upbuilding of Georgia and 
the south is the Southern Woman's 
Educational Alliance, which organ- 
ized a branch in Atlanta eighteen 
months ago. 

Dr. W. Carson Ryan, Jr., associate 
editor of School and Society and of 
the Journal of the National Educa- 
tion Association recently character- 
ized the alliance as ‘“‘one of the most 
important educational movements 
under way in the country,” and said 
that the three phases of its work— 
the college field, the field of the 
study of occupations, and the field 
of guidance of the rural girl—con- 
Stitute certainly the most important 
vocational attack that could be 
made. 

The services of the alliance are 
available to the young woman who 
wishes help in discovering the type 
of work for which she is best fitted, 
or who desires to know what edu- 
cation and special training are nec- 


essary to equip her for success in 


the occupation she wishes to enter, 
or who wishes to keep herself in- 
formed about possibilities of ad- 
vancement in the field of work in 
which she is interested. 


The information or advice given 


by the alliance counselors is always 
based on careful investigation in the 
various fields to which the inquirers 
belong. 

This year the alliance is cooperat- 
ing with the universities of North 
Carolina and Virginia in directing a 
Study of the rural girl—the educa- 
tion she is getting, the vocational 
opportunities in her community, her 
special aptitudes and choices. In 
making these studies it is the hope 
of the alliance to extend them into 
all the southern states gradually and 
in each ohe to work in close coop- 
eration with the public school sys- 
tem of the state, to the end that 


there may be established within as | 


many rural schools as possible, the 
more modern aids to _ individual 
pupils in solving their educational 
and vocational problems. 

A “Find Yourself’? course for .col- 
lege undergraduates has been de- 
veloped by the alliance and is to be 
given under its direction in six 
southern colleges this year. This 
course is intended to give the col- 
lege girl facts about occupations and 
the training required for them, and 
also to help her place herself sanely 
in relation to society and to the con- 
flicting claims upon her interest to- 
day. 

_In’order to have a reliable basis 
for counseling in Atlanta a study has 
been made of the actual and possible 
occupations open to trained women 
in Atlanta. About 600 leaders in 
the business and professional life of 
Atlanta have cooperated in this 
Study by giving information about 
their work. Lawyers, architects, 
physicians, social workers, secre- 
taries, artists, musicians and work- 
ers in many other fields have given 
information as to the education 
needed to enter that occupation; the 
personal qualifications necessary to 
win success in the field; the salary 
to be expected; and the future out- 
look of the field. The results of 
this study, when published, will be 
a valuable contribution to the wom- 
en and to the economic life of At- 
lanta,

ing. The work is supported through 
individual memberships, and the co- 
operation of the people of Atlanta is 
needed.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 
Church and Politics 


BY M. ASHBY JONES, D. D. 


religious denominations made a_per- 
sonal attack upon Governor Al Smith, 
of New York. The reason given was 
that Governor Smith is a well-known 


opponent of the cause of national pro- 
hibition, and it is also alleged that 
he is an active candidate for the 
nomination for president on the demo- 
cratic ticket. It is also charged that 
the supporters of Governor Smith 
at the last national democratic con- 
vention in New York injected the re- 


ligious issue into the contest. So far 
as this article is concerned, I am leav- 
ing out of consideration entirely the 
personality, and the record of Gov- 
ernor Smith as a governor, and as a 
party candidate. It seems to me to be 
a peculiarly opportune time to raise 
the question, to what extent a church 
organization should enter the field of 
party politics? Indeed it might be 
well for us to face the entire ques- 
tion of the relation of the church to 
the arena of politics. 
Social Welfare. 

Possibly we would all agree that 
the church has the right and the duty 
to advocate great reforms which are 
clearly and distinctly moral. No one 


would deny that the church was right 
in taking the lead in the fight against 
the intemperate use of intoxicating 
liquors. ifferences of opinion arise 
when we face the question of the en- 
actment of moral principles into law. 
he issue at once becomes political. 
I would not be dogmatic, but merely 
express my own personal opinion 
when I say, that there are great 
moral principles which so vitally af- 
fect the entire welfare of society that 
the church is justified in helping to 
translate those principles into legal 
statutes. One might cite as examples 
the liquor question, the divorce evil, 
and the many ways in which chil- 
dren and women should be protected 
in the induStrial world. Of course 
there are many others. It should be 
distinctly understood, however, that 
the church in its support of such 
remedial social legislation, does so 
on the ground that it is in behalf of 
social welfare. A clean cut distinc- 
tion should be made here. The mo- 
tive of the church may be distinctly 
religious—for example, the advance- 
ment of the kingdom of God on earth 
—hut this motive can never be urged 
upon the state, since the state has no 
right to make any religious enact- 
ment. The state can only legislate 
for the purpose, and with the motive, 
of bettering the social condition of 
the people. 

The really delicate and difficult sit- 
uation arises when we seek practically 


to translate a moral principle into po- 
litical accomplishment. We have the 
party system of government. Men

must be elected to our legislative and 
our executive offices. Practical poli- 
tics will always suggest that candi- 
dates for office shall be committed to 
a certain legislative program before 
support is promised them in their cam- 
paign. Here is the inevitable tempta- 
tion to the church to enter the parti- 
san political arena. Here, too, is the 
inevitable temptation to the political 
canddiate to bid for church support, 
and in behalf of his political ambitions 
to assume a religious attitude favor- 
able to his candidacy. The church 
can so easily, and unintentionally, be- 
come a temptation to political and re- 
ligious hypocrisy. 
: Partisan Politics. 

There is another danger here also. 

When the church becomes deeply in- 


terested and involved in some politico- 
moral issue, it is apt to test the worth 
of each political candidate by his 
standing on that particular issue. 
I‘or example, he may be preeminently 
fitted to represent his constituency on 
every other issue, but opposed to the 
church’s views on prohibition. 
is honest enough to refuse to conform 
to the church’s views on this ques- 
tion, he may be defeated by a man 
who, though voting right on the pro- 
hibition issue, is ufterly incompetent 
to represent the people on hundreds 
of other questions. I need only sug- 
gest that there are even’ greater dan- 
gers than this. There are many dif- 
ferences between the churches them- 
selves. When once they enter the 
partisan political field, and talk in 
terms of parties and candidates, it is 
inevitable that religious passion shall 
become poisoned by partisan preju- 
dice, and history reveals no human 
struggles which have been so hurtful 
to state and church. 


Once again I would disclaim the 
dogmatic role, and very cautious— 
and I hope, modestly, express my per- 


sonal conviction. Churches’ should 
not hestitate to proclaim, and even 
take the leadership in the advocacy 
of great moral movements. The wel- 
fare of the child and the mother, fhe 
protection of the home, the creation 
of a social environment in the inter- 
est of morals, a fair deal to employer 
and employee, and justice and a fair 
chance for all men, without discrimi- 
nation of race or religion, should ever 
be close to the heart of the church. 
But when it comes to the translation 
of these great principles and sym- 
pathies into terms of practical legis- 
lation, the church should trust this 
work to their individual members, act- 
ing as citizens, whom she has sought 
to imbue with the Divine Spirit. It 
is to my mind exceedingly doubtful 
whether the church, as an organiza- 
tion, should ever advocate any specific 
bill before a legislative body, and most 
certainly should never take sides in a 
personal political contest.

Wherever. business men gather the 
talk turns to the present perity 
in America (and the exceptions to it, 
few in number, but important); how 
ons it will last, and what will follow 
S| 

To business men, to everybody, the 
aspects at once more interesting and 
more important are the latter two: 
How long will it last? What will 
come afterward? 

Because the present prosperity con- 
tains elements that did not enter into 
any previous prosperity in America 
there is less certainty of opinion, less 
confidence of foresight about the fu- 
ture even among the ablest bankers 
and economists, than used to be the 
case. 


As a first step toward understand- 


ing the present phenomenon let us 


list the more important causes of it. 
This list of causes may or may not 
throw light .on the probable duration 
and the next phase, but if the causes 
can be detached and seen singly and 
with sufficient clearness the result 
should add to understanding. 


Increase In Gold. 


The'first cause is increase in quan- 
tity of gold. That is not the largest 
present cause, but it is the earliest in 
time, and understanding of how it has 
worked underlies understanding of the 
whole phenomenon. 


This particular cause goes back to 
the early nineties... At that time sev- 
eral things happened to increase the 
quantity of gold in the world and in 
the United States. Two mining en- 
gineers in South Africa discovered an 
improved process for extracting more 
gold from low-grade ores. Also new 
and rich mines were discovered in 
South Africa, in Australia, and later 
in the Klondike. As a result the 
quantity of gold being produced from 
year to year, and, of course, the total 
quantity in the world, increased rapid- 
ly and greatly. Because gold is the 
standard of money and the basis of 
most currencies it followed that the 
total amount of money and credit in 
the world increased. +From this fol- 
lowed a second result or rather two 
aspects of the same result: The value 
of the dollar went down; the prices 
of commodities went up. 

The six sentences in that paragraph 
above will constitute the most forbid- 
ding sentences in this article. If the 
reader is not too much appalled by 
them, and is willing to go on, he will 
find the rest easier. 

Also what is stated in those six 
sentences is the most fundamental law 
in the whole theory of money. Fail- 
ure to understand that law is at the 
bottom of nearly every fallacy about 
money. , 
If a simple illustration can help to 
make this law clear and carry under- 
standing of it to any considerable 
number of people the amount of un- 
derstanding of sound ecgnomics in 
the world to that extent will be in- 
ereased. Tet us therefore attempt the 
illustration ; ; 

Imagine that any city like Des 
Moines, or Portland, or Detroit were 
suddenly inclosed by a wall and com- 
pletely cut off from communication 
with the rest of the world. Imagine 
that immediately thereafter the total 
quantity of money in that city was 
doubled—the total quantity of dollar 
bills in the banks doubled, the total 
quantity of silver in individual pock- 
ets doubled, the total quantity of every 
kj of money doubled. 

It would immediately follow that 
every individual would have twice as 
much money as he had before. That 
is obvious. But the next result is less 
easy to follow, and failure to realize 
it is at the .root of most financial 
heresies. This next result is that the 
rice of every bit of goods in the city 
would double. (This is subject to some

‘within a reasonably short period a

This result is what followed the in- 
crease of gold in the world. The 
same result was helped by several 
other events which we will now con- 
sider. These other events were more 
important than the increase in gold. 
I have put the increase in gold supply 
first because it was earliest in time 
and because it best illustrates the 
foundamental law of money. 

Federal Reserve System. 

Previous to 1914 each bank in the 
United States stood on its own bot- 
tom. Each bank had to keep itself 
ready to return to its depositors all 
the money they had put in. Each 
bank had to keep in mind at all times 
the fear that on any day a consider- 
able number of depositors might ask 
for their money. Consequently each 
bank had to keep a fairly large “re- 
serve,” as it is called, a fairly large 
amount of money in its tills ready to 
pay out, 

With the Federal Reserve system 
that changed. To express it very 
roughly: Under the Federal Reserve 
system most of the banks in the coun- 
try joined together for a kind of mu- 
tual protection of reserves. They 
pooled their reserves. After the Fed- 
eral Reserve system individual banks 
were no longer dependent solely on 
their individual funds to meet the calls 
of their depositors. Under the Federal 
Reserve system if there is a sudden 
demand for money from a bank in 
Texas it can call on the aggregate of 
all the banks in the Federal Reserve 
system for help. a2 

Consequently—and this is the im- 
portant point—it ceased to be neces- 
sary for each bank to keep so large 
a quantity of money in its tills and 
yaults. Mach bank, in other words, 
was enabled to loan out a much larger 
proportion of its money. Each dollar 
loaned was, so to speak, a “credit dol- 
lar.” And as the addition ‘of credit 
dollars to the cowmtry’s total supply 
works the same effects as the addition 
of actual dollar bills, it followed that 
the federal reserve system added to 
the effect of increased gold supply. 
The total amount of money, actual 
money plus credit money, in the coun- 
try was 
monetary law described above worked : 
The value of each dollar decreased, the 
prices of goods, wages, commodities of 
every sort, increased. 

So far we have described two things 
which worked to diminish the value of 
the dollars, to increase the prices of 
wages and goods. Let us now turn to 
a third that worked in the same direc- 
tion even more strongly. 

III. 
The War Losses. 

The war came. As each country en- 
tered the war it faced immense ex- 
penses. To meet those expenses each 
country began to print more money. It 
began to create more money in every 
way it knew. It created more credit

_ Value of the Dollar. 

This change in the value of the 
American dollar down to 66 cents 
worked many effects, most of them 
spectacular and important. The rami- 
fications took strange directions, ran 
through American organized society in 
queer curves and angles. The net of 
them all was advantageous to many 
and disadvantageous to some. 

One very important result was to 
take away from the wealth of many 
of those who before the war composed 
the richer classes. Every person

The class that was most certainly 
and generally helped by the decrease 
in the value of the dollar was the 
wage earner.

It is that increase in the number of 
persons getting about $4, a year 
that is the chief basis of the present 
boom in the United States. It is they 
who are buying the automobiles, the 
radio sets, everything. 

Rarely in all history has there been 
such an elevation of the average man 
as that. . 

Turn: now to those who before the 
war were very rich. 

The number of persons who before 
the war, in the yéar 1916, had incomes 
of $200,000 a year was 1,444. In 192: 
the number of these persons had de- 
creased to 840. 

At this point let us pause for a 
moment of ironic reflection upon one 
of the commonest complaints made by 
radicals. Their complaint, vociferated 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land during and before the war. 
was that the rich were trying to 
bring on the war becausé it would 
profit them. Theiy complete assump- 
tion was that through war the rich 
become richer and that therefore it is 
the wicked rich who work to bring on 
wars. 

That is utterly and preposterous! 
untrue. Wars do not further enric 
the rich. On the contrary,+ wars re- 
duce the wealth of the rieh. The fig- 
ures above show it. To this general 
statement, however, one important ex- 
contin should be made, me of the

ation in India will probably not be 
~ included. And it may be inferred by 
'_-gome that Anglo-Indian affairs are 
_ again peaceful, but such an inference 
~ will be a mistake. 
' Instead of being satisfied, there is a 
seething even if not a violent spirit of 
dissatisfaction throughout the whole 
of India. The people are aroused as 
never before in all their history. A 
new sense of national unity, a spirit 
of national independence has _ been 
born in the soul of India, and we shall 
see more of its doings later. This is 
becoming widespread, insistent and 
vehement to such a degree that sooner 
oP mapa England ‘will have to yield 
to it. 

And let it be remembered to the 
credit of the British that next to the 
direct teaching and preaching of mis- 
sionaries it was by British agencies 
and methods, particularly by the 
founding of four or five government 
universities, that there has been awak- 
ened in the breasts of the upper classes 
in India this new sense of individual 
freedom and the new spirit of national 
independence. It is said that in the 
text books used in those universities, 
these very things are taught. That 
is to say, the present discontent on

British Rule a Blessing. 


So that while there may be on the 
one hand not a few things to be criti- 
cized touching British rule in India, 
on the other hand, their rule taken 
in the large has been a very great 
blessing to the Indian peoples. 

When the British in 1700 were es- 
tablished in Bombay, Madras and Cal- 
cutta, there was not nor had been for 
centuries the least bit of national uni- 
ty in all India, and no independence 
worthy of name, On the contrary, so- 
cially, religiously and politically, the 
whole country was split up into frag- 
iments and factions. Many petty 
.Rajas were trying to rule over petty 
states, meanwhile trying to overcome 
one another in their intrigues and 
petty wars. 


Not only so, but for nearly a thou- } 


sand years, the’ country as a whole 
had been under the yoke of first one 
and then another foreign nation— 
Arabians, Persians, Afghans and 
Mughals. The Portuguese, too, the 
Spaniards, Dutch and French, one 
after another attempted to get a foot- 
ing on the mainland of India, but not 
one of them succeeded in restoring or- 
der and safety to the broken up peo- 
les of that ancient and mysterious 
and, 

Not until the British were firmly 
established did the Indian peoples ever 
enjoy the benefits of an enlightened 
political regime guaranteeing justice 
and safety to all alike. Consequently 
when we witnessed today the uprising 
of the people and their vehement de- 
mand for political freedom in the man- 
@gement of their own affairs, the 
British themselves have the least rea- 
son for self-reproach, for as above 
stated this new life of freedom and 
self assertion is the fruitage of seed 
gown by the British themselves. 

The exceedingly bitter discontent 
and determined revolt against foreign 
rules have been unfortunately aggra- 
vated by the well-intentioned but ill 
opportune action of the British vice- 
roy, Mr. Montague, and certain hap- 
penings that followed after the great 
world war. Soon after the great war 
began it was feared that the Ger- 
mans would attempt to poison the 
minds of the Indians against the Brit- 
ish, and that the Turks also would at- 
tempt to incite the 60,000,000 of their 
»brother Moslems in India to revolt 
against British rule, Mr. Montague 
being a liberal, both as a statesman 
and in the humane sentiments of a 
good man, had been engaged even be- 
fore the war in devising a new, more 
liberal government in order to secure 
the Indian people a practically au- 
tonomous control of their own in- 
ternal affairs, and being the represen- 
tative of the then liberal government 
in London, he went before the leaders 
in India and appealed to them to 
come to the defense of the British em- 
pire in this hour of danger. 

In good faith he held up before 
their eyes the promise of a new and 
ractically autonomous’ government 
or themselves and by themselves. The 
Indians, ‘be it said to their honor 
and loyalty, responded a million 
strong, and during that long and 
bloody struggle were to be seen fight- 
ing side by side with their -white 
brothers, shedding their blood in every 
battlefield from France in the west to 
Mesopotamia in the east. The Brit- 
ish empire was saved. The survivors 
of that million of great Indian sol- 
diers went back home with showers of 
praise falling upon their heads and 
with high hopes seeing Viceroy Mon- 
tagu’s promise of independent home 
rule quickly realized. ‘But alas, 
owing to the disordered conditions of 
affairs in England, as elsewhere, and 
owing to the fact that the conserva- 
tive leaders of the Anglo-Indian goy- 
ernment in London, especially Lord 
Curzon, were not pleased with Mr. 
Montagu’s proposed home rule govyern- 
ment for India, a couple. of 
‘hewn passed before any at- 
empt whatever was made to- 
ward making good Mr. Montagu’s 
home rule project. 

First National Election. 

The first step taken was 
thorize national elections 
eral rovinces—a new 
deed. ut on account of the long 
waiting of two years or more.

Meanwhile the famous movement 
known as “non-cooperation” led by 
Mahatma Gandhi Was started. It is 
simply impossible forus Americans s0 
far away from the scene to under- 
stand the marvelous power exercised 
hy Gandhi among the Indian people. 
And yet, strange to say, just as those 
first national elections failed so did 
Mr. Gandhi's non-cooperation move- 
ment fail to achieve the immediate 


aim. 
Nobody Satisfied. 

The final results so far seem to be 
that nobody in India is at all satis- 
fied. It is a nation of discontents 
but they all agree, or nearly all, 
in their opposjtion to the rule of the 
white foreigners, the British. There 
are three political parties; one party 
very, very small, favors fhe status 
quo; a second favors real national 
freedom and independence in the con- 
trol of all of their affairs by them- 
selves alone, but favors the setting 
up of the dominion status for India 
similar to that of Canada, Australia 
and South Africa: while a third very 
numerous and powerful party de- 
mands not only § absolute national 
freedom and independence, but that 
India shall be also absolutely and 
permanently separated from the Brit- 
ish empire. Any sort of relation with 
the British empire is repugnant. 

Mr. Gandhi's aims are _ different 
from all the others in this—namely, 
whether the Indian people shall be 
under British rule in any degree 
whatever, or whether entirely inde- 
pendent, is not the paramount ‘ques- 
tion with him. He is intensely op- 
posed to the whole spirit and system 
of our western civilization. In fact, 
he despises it for the reason that it 
is entirely too materialistic. He be- 
lieves that we westerners of Europe 
and America are running after ma- 
terial things too much and neglect- 
ing the higher things of the spirit. 

He may be partly right. What 
then will the British do? What ean 
they do? Something they will have 
to do, else there will surely be a long 
and bloody war between the 318,000.-

Europe needs and 
wants gold as the basis of the new 
currencies they are establishing. 

Whether gold remains in America 
or goes back to Europe will deter- 
mine to a large extent whether Amer- 
ica is to have higher prices and more 
speculation.

25.3 per cent of the total, The mid- 
dle Atlantie states come second with 
19.4 per ceat, the south Atlantic third 
with 15.8 per cent, and New England 
fourth with 14.0 per cent. 

Since 1921, the south 
states have advanced from 13.6 per 
cent to 15.8 per cent in 1925. A 
remarkable feature is the fact that 
the leading territory, the Pacific 
states, has failed to keep up with the 
maintained by the rest of the 
country, dropping from 23.5 per cent 
in 1924 to 23.3 per ceat this year. 
In 1921 the Pacific states had 22.6 
per cent. 

For the nine states which compose 
the south Atlantie division, Georgia 
stands third for 1925 in total capacity 
in horsepower for plants of 100 horse- 
power or more, with a total of 55 
plants aggregating

394,794 horsépower. 
North Carolina is first with 534,600 
horsepower and South Carolina second 
with 507.215 horsepower. Virginia 
stauds fourth with 117,869 horsepower, 


'while the other five states, Delaware, 


Maryland, District of Columbia, West 
Virginia and Florida are all compsra- 
tively negligible. 

Of the 52 plants with 100 horse- 
power or more in Georgia, 35 are pub- 
lie utility or municipal plants, with a 
total horsepower of 380,720, while the 
remaining 18 are listed as manufactur- 
ing and miscellaneous plants, with a 
eapacity of 14.074 horsepower. 

Georgia stands seventh among all 
the states ra .horsepower, the largest 
being New York, with 1,713,551 horse- 
power and the second California with 
1.531.480. These are the only two 


states which exceed the million mark 
in developed horsepower. 
" State Shows Increase. 

Georgia’s inerease in developed 
horsepower during the past four years 
is high. In 1921 the state only had 
281,111. 

On a basis of availability for 90 per 
cent of the time, Georgia possesses 
1.65 per cent of the total potential 
waterpower resources in the United 
States. This amounts to 572,000 
horsepower. On a basis of avyailabil- 
ity 50 per cent of the time, the state’s 
potential horsepower is 958,000, or 
1.74 per cent of the total for the 
United States. 

The total production of electric 
power by public utility plants in the 
United States in 1924, waa 59,013,- 
590,000 kilowatt hours. Of this, 33.8 
per cent was derived from water- 
power, while 66.2 per cent was by 
fuel power. 

Georgia’s power production by pub- 
lie utility plants for 1924 totalled 
748,756,000 kilowatt hours, of which 
86 per cent was fram waterpower and 
only 14 per cent by fuel power. 

Georgia produced 5,102,000 kilo- 
watt hours by the use of wood 


coal, 254,403 barrels of oil as other 
fuels. 

While this state is not listed at all 
among the 19 leading states in pro- 
duction of c.ectricity for the years 
1920, 1921,; 1922, 1923 and 1924, 
Georgia ranked 10th in electrical pro- 
duction by water power in 1920 and 
1921, and ninth for 1922 and 1923. 
She is not listed among the first 10 
for 19: 


Georgia ranked ninth in 1920 and 
1921 for production of electricity from 
oil fuel, and 10th in 1922. ‘The state 
is not listed among the first 10 for 
1923 and 1924. 

This state ranks 13th among all the 
states in potential waterpower_re- 
sources, being exceeded by Maine, 
New York, West Virginia, Alabama, 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Arizona, Utah, Washington, Oregon 
and California. The state of Wash- 
ington heads the list in potential wa- 
terpower with 7,871,000 horsepower. 
Oregon comes second with 6,715,000 
and California is third with 6,674,000.

They are always 
wrong. ‘They will be wrong this time. 


It is true that many conditions 
work to make a future panic or de- 
pression less probable than past ones. 
Of these the chief is the federal re- 
serye system. The federal reserve sys- 
tem makes one particular kind of panic 
—a currency panic—impossible. But a 
period of depression must follow a pe- 
riod of excited prosperity as surely 
as the pendulum swings eastward 
after it swings westward. Sooner or 
later this period of prosperity will 
slow down, or fall down quickly, to 
one degree or another of relative de-

| One of the wealthiest men in the 
present writer’s acquaintance owes 
most of his wealth to understanding 
that periods of prosperity are fol- 
lowed by periods of depression. For 
a large share of his wealth he is in- 
debted to the reading of a certain 
book at a certain time. 

Many years ago, ex-Senator (now 


| Congressman) Burton, of Ohio, wrote 


‘a book called “The Theory of Com- 
mercial Crises and Depressions.” One 
night in 1906 a New York banker 
read that book. He recognized that 
several of the signs of «approaching 
depression listed in Senator Burton’s 
book were then in existence in the 
New York financial community. The 
ynext morning the banker went down- 
town, turned all his securities into 
cash, and required his clients to do 
the same. In due course the panic 
of 1907 arrived and the banker had 
the opportunity to double his wealth 
by turning his cash back into se- 
curities and goods at panic prices. 

A panic like the 1907 one cannot 
come now. The federal reserve sys- 
tem makes that kind of pani& im- 
possible. 3 

As to the other ways in which the 
present state of speculation § in 
land and securities may end, it is 
difficult to speak with confidence be- 
cause the causes of it mentioned above 
are all new.

INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN 


Early shopping and early shipping 
of Christmas packages go hand in 
hand, according to R. K. Smith, gen- 
eral agent of the American Railway 
Express company. Steps have been 
taken to expedite the movement of 
all Christmas gift shipments and the 
cooperation of the public is sought to 
relieve the strain of the rush usually 
encountered during the last few days 
before Christmas. 

Most of the troubles which delay 
Christmas shipments are due to in- 
‘adequate addresses, according to Mr. 
Smith, or errors in addresses. 

If the contents of a package are 
fragile, a caution on the wrapping to 
that effect will inform those through 
whose hands it passes that it requires 
extra careful handling. ; 

“We have found, by past experi- 
ences, that when the address is leg- 
ibly written and complete in all de- 
| tails, the package is quickly handled 
directly to the person to whom it is 
addressed and seldom goes astray,” 
aaid Mr. Smith. 

“Such has been the growth of al- 
most every city that it is essential to 
give the street and number of the ad- 
dressee. Abbreviations in v 
che name of a state sometimes results 
in misrouting. 

“As a matter of precaution the 
sender should not fail to put his or 
her own name and address on the 
package and it is not s bad plan to 
put the same information on the in- 
mde. Thus, if the outside marks be- 
eome defaced, the identity of the 
owner or that of the person to whom 
it is sent, is not lost.’’ 

As a means of encouraging better 
addressing, special labels have been 
issued to give Christmas express 
packages the right-of-way during the 
holidays.

FOR 19295 LARGEST 
IN HISTORY OF U.S. 


Chicago, November 21.—(#)—The 
year 1925 will record a $5,000,000,- 
000 building program, the largest in 
the history of the United States, says 
Herbert Nelson, executive secretary 
of the National Association of Real 
Estate boards. 

His statement is based on a real 
estate index prepared by the national 
association, covering 41 cities, a more 
favorable money market and a mark- 
ed desire on the part of the Ameri- 
can people to obtain better living con- 
ditions he assigned as the cause. A 
striking feature of the index is a 
marked increase in the sales and 
population of farm lands throughout 
the nation. 

“The average American city occu- 
pies more than six times the ground 
area of the average European city 
and the job of keepin gand develop- 
ing this vast area is one of the under- 
lying causes for the recent real es- 
tate activity in American cities,” he 
SAYS. 

“The increase in sales of farm land 
has come as a result of a general 
sealing down of the high prices which 
prevailed in farm lands during the 
great war and because our bankers 
have developed a more liberal atti- 
maa toward this class of real es- 
ate, \ 


Railways Increase’ 
Efficiency Rather 
Than Their Earnings 


That the railways of the country 
have increased their efficiency rather 
than their earnings was pointed out 
here by railway executives. 

_ They have added more cars and en- 
gines, they have laid more and heavier 
rails, they have improved their termi- 
nals, they have worked all their facili- 
ties harder than ever, it was asserted. 
They have made their engines haul 
more cars and made their cars run 
longer journeys, carrying more tons. 

What is the reward of such perform- 
ance? According to a_ statement 
made public here, the railways are 
earning less on their investments than 
before the war. They are earning less 
than congress enacted that rates 
should be made to enable them to 
earn. Under the latest statute, it 
was pointed out, the interstate com- 
merce. commission allowed the rail- 
ways 5 3-4 per cent on their invest- 
ment. The last year before the war 
the railways earned 4.94 per cent on 
it. Since 1921 they have averaged 
3.94 per cent. 

“Ultimately the railways will lack 
for capital if they are denied perma- 
nently something like their statutory 
reward,” says a statement given out 
here. ‘The public which fancies that 
it can afford to starve the railways 
in reliance upon motor service is due 
for a rude awakening. What can 
motors do with “coal and mineral 
freight? What share of agricultural 
exports can motors carry? . Yet the 
motors are, in effect, subsidized, while 
the railways are taxed. At the mo- 
ment it hangs in the balance whether 
the railways can get a moderate in- 
erease of even the most restrictive 
rates.”

Staring As An Art _:

EW YORK, November 21, 1925. 

—To me it was always a pro- 
foundly pathetic scene in Paris 
and Brussels to see crowds of 
haggard and unkempt, often 
destitute and hungry people 
hanging «about the doors of theaters, 
the opera and fashionable night resorts. 
The thing wasn’t confined to these two 
cities either. .1 noticed it also ifi Vienna, 
Rome and Berlin. These folks came to 
* feast their eyes on gloriously beautiful 
women in gowns a tenth part of the 
value of which would have supplied 
them all with a lavish supper. When 
the plate glass windows were finally 
thrown open and gleamjng shoulders, 
ermine capes, dazzling diamonds were 
flashing under the immense chandeliers 
that are suspended in the marble cor- 
_ ridors, you could hear the crowds buzz 
and zoom with suppressed excitement 
and then suddenly become .strangely 
silent with a sort of doglike attitude as 
some divine creature, wafting an ether- 
eal perfume, tripped lightly at the arm 
of a decorated escort to a waiting 
limousine. 


Of course no offense is meant to the 
people of Paris and Brussels. I know 
that they have-moments of superb 
grandeur, that they are capable of mag- 
nificent gestures, but the sense of terri- 
ble contrast at those opera doors was 
always something disturbing, some- 
_ thing sinister.

It seemed to me that in such atmos- 
phere, foundations are laid for violence 
and hatred, bloodshed: and revolutions. 
The people of France love a display, 
they revel in a glittering procassion. 
They demand it in church and home 


-and they are fond of paying homage to 


a beautiful woman, no matter to what 
social status she belongs. 

But at -those stage doors there were 
always murmurings, Always strong 
police guards. Often a vile word would 
come hurtling over thé heads of the 
crowd at-some formally dressed polli- 
tician, a sharp gibe, a thrust of the kind 
that carried a particular sharp Parisian 
or Brusseloix sting. 

Here in New York there is nothing 
of the kind. Still if you are to believe 
certain newspapers there must be heaps 
of proletarians, dense masses of op- 


pressed workers, tens of thousands of 


downtrodden and crushed human be- 
ings in this city, byt you don’t see them 
at the opera door. 

At the grand opening of the season, 
during the performance of Gioconda, 


- | bethought myself of those scenes at 


the exits in European cities and dread- 
ed the moment when I must look at 
haggard careworn and_ reproachful 
faces. 


UT at the exit I found myself the 
only one along with a small army 
of waiting chauffeurs, footmen, cops 
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and ‘private detectives to watch the 
glittering parade. 


Everybody seemed to be going about 
his own business. Nobody stared and 
nobody gasped. Which in a sense I 
thought rather regrettable. Because 
there was many a vision worth gazing 
upon and that in rapt contemplation. 


But then staring has not reached that 
stage of development it has in Europe. 


In a way this is fortunate. For if we 


can’t manage to do it like the French, 
who do it with dash and with grace and 


who have made a fine art of it just as, 


they have of lovemaking, we had bet- 
ter leave it undone and untried. . 


In Paris it’s quite an accomplishment 
if you know how to lift yours monocle 
or lorgnette just at the exact angle 
when a striking personality enters cafe, 
restaurant or cabaret de luxe. It is a 
compliment to be stared at. For the 
French demoiselle takes it as a tribute 
of admiration if you exclaim a. long 
“aaah” at her decollette or when you 
sigh in a most disconsolate way at the 
violet tint of her slightly shaded eyes. 


Other cities and other peoples, ever 
anxious and eager to imitate the French, 
even though they loudly proclaim at the 
same time their detestation for the 
French ‘and their loathing for the low 
moral calibre.of the Gallics, have not 
been able to imitate this fine art of

I have seen Prussian officers look 
at a woman with lifted square mono- 
cles, probably thinking that they cut a 
gallant and striking posture, but that 
to me appeared so insolent and brutal 
that | would have blushed if the woman 
had not done So. 


I think Eric Von Stroheim, master of 
Prussian character impersonation, 
shows this method in some of his films. 
With such brutality and glowering in- 
solence mixed with it, staring becomes 
uncouth, and grossly. distasteful. 

New York does not stare yet, It 
merely looks up so far. It is still a 
little too busy with the rush of. business. 
There.are, after all, very few families. 
that have known leisure and the pursuit 
of pleasure for more than one genera- 


tion. A hundred years from now = :

haps. they’ll begin to practice sta 
i hope our descendants will do it with 
grace and finesse.

No less than the 
stalwart Francis X. Béishman is now 
playing»Messala, the Roman centurion, 
in “Ben Hur.” Lionel Barrymore is 
playing Dan Starke, the hard-boiled 
westerner in ‘‘The Barrier.”’ Hart’s 
original Barrier cast included another 
famous movie name, that of Theodore 
Roberts, the Moses of ‘‘The Ten Com- 
mandments,’”’ as John Gale, the role 
now being taken by Henry B. Wal- 
thall. 


A newspaper clipping of the time 
includes a criticism of Bill’s portrayal 
of ‘‘westerns’” by none other than the 
famous western peace officer and east- 
ern sporting authority, Bat Masterson, 
in which Bat says Bill acted like a 
westerner instead of like an actor’s 
idea of one.

MONG the famous guns that Bill 

Hart owns, the latest, now eight 
days in his possession, is the gun once 
belonging to ‘‘Billy the Kid,” notori- 
ous bad man, with a record of between 
25 and 35 killings when justice caught 
up with him at the age of 22. 


Billy de Kid, as he was known, hail- 
ed from Second avenue, New York 
city, in the eighties and went to New 
Mexico to begin his shootings at the 
age of sixteen. He became embroiled 
in the famous Lincoln county cattle 
wars and was noted for his utter bru- 
tality and thirst for murder. He was 
shot while asleep by peace officers. 


The gun recently come into Hart’s 
possession is the one carried by Billy 
de Kid all through his bloody career 
and is a .45 caliber single action Colt 
with a 5 1-2 inch barrel. Two ad- 
mirers brought it to Bill Hart from 
New Mexico as a present. The name, 
“Billy” is engraved on the handle. 

Other famous items in the Hart col- 


lection are Kit Carson’s gun and axe- 
head with the lettering ‘KK. C. N. M. 
1861,’’ (Kit Carson, New Mexico, 
1861), presented to Bill by the state 
of Nebraska; the many-notched gun 
of George W. Pike, a famous gun- 
man of Wyoming, . presented by the 
citizens of Cheyenne; that of the last 
bad man shot in Dodge City, Neb., 
and the gun of Al Jennings, reformed 
bandit and lecturer, : 


One picture of great interest in 


Bill’s collection is that of the original 
“Calamity Jane,’ a woman scout who 
buftked with men, wore men’s clothes, 
cussed, drank and rode like a man. 
She was scout for General Crook in 
the seventies, when Crook was putting 
down the Apaches. Her facial expres- 
sion while having her picture ‘‘took”’ 
explains her fame,. 


Several of these famous guns were 
used by Bill in his ‘‘Tumbleweeds,”’ 
which is shortly to be reteased.

HERE is at least one place in the world where a large and clangorous boiler 
factory would not be unwelcome. On the Greek island called, in recent news 
dispatches, Santorini, but now officially designated Thira, a visiting observer reports 
the natives have become so accustomed to being rocked to sleep by the heavy 
rumblings and rifle-crackings of a newly-active volcano they fear they will suffer 
from insomnia when it quiets down again. The volcano started its eruption August 
1 and will continue, it has been predicted, until next August. 


“Thira has been for thousands of years a theater of volcanic activity,” says a 
bulletin from the Washington (D. C.) headquarters of the National Geographic 
Sgciety. “The waters of its great bay have boiled and flamed for days, and islands 
6f red-hot matter have risen and disappeared as if controlled by stage machinery. 


“At one time Thira was the top of a huge active volcano. It probably owes 
its present peculiar crescent shape to a tremendous eruption some 35 centuries 
ago when great gaps were blown in its sides. Another theory is that the mountain 
mass on which the volcano rested has sunk, leaving only the highest portions of 
the crater’s rim above the Surface of the water. 


“Volcanic activity in this part of the Aegean is_ practically a continuous per- 
formance, although nothing short of a catastrophe*seems to be recorded as an 
‘eruption.’ B. C. 197 is given by some authorities as the date of the ‘first great 
recorded eruption. There have since been several major outbreaks, causing the 


appearance and disappearance of certain small islands (not the present one, how- 
ever) in the center of the crater. :

May Serve Society. 


UT can one earn a hundred mil- 
lion? Yes, | believe that it is 
even possible to serve society to such 
an extent as to earn a hundred mil- 
lion in the span of a human life, or 
an average of three million a year for 
thirty-three and.one-third years. We 
have one man in this country who is 
said to be worth five hundred million. 
To earn five hundred million one must 
earn on an average of fifteen million a 
year for thirty-three and one-third 
years.

In this and other countries many > 


in public life might be mentioned, for 
even in politics men have great op- 
portunities, which, if rightly improved, 
enable them to render incalculable 
service to their fellowmen. 

But let us go outside of politics. 
What shall we say of the man who 
gave to the world a knowledge of the 
use of steam and revolutionized the 
transportation of the. globe? How 
much did he earn? And the man 
who brought down lightning from the 
clouds and imprisoned it in a slender 
wire so that it lights our homes, draws 
our traffic across the land and carries 


‘Our messages under the sea; what did 


he earn? And what of the man who 
showed us ‘how to hurl our messages 
thousands of miles through space 
without the aid of wires? And how 
much did the man earn who taught us 
how to wrap the human voice around 
a little cylinder so that it can be laid 
away and echo throughout the ages? 


Example of Inventions. 
Take a very recent invention, the 
gasoline engine. It has already given 
us the automobile and the flying ma- 


chine, and heaven only knows what - 


yet may come with that gasoline en- 
gine. My first ride in an automobile 


-was taken in the campaign of 1896;. 


since then something like seventeen 
million automobiles have been brought 
into use. : 

Have you thought of the value of 


the ice machine? In Apalachicola, Fla., 


they have erected a little monument 
to a former citizen, Dr. John Gorry. 
A statue of him will be found in the 
capitol at Tallahassee, and the state 
of Florida has put another in the Hall 
of Fame at Washington. Out of his 
brain came the idea that made it pos- 
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sible for the world to have ice today 
without regard to the temperature out- 
side. What did Gorry earn when he 
gave the world the ice machine? 

When I first visited the patent of- 
fice at Washington I saw a model of 
the first sewing machine. On it was 
a card on which was written: 
“Mine are sinews superhuman, 

Ribs of brass and nerves of steels 
I’m the iron needle woman, 

Born to toil but not to feel.’ 

What did the man earn who gavé 
the world a sewing machine? 


These are only a few of the great 
inventions. Let\us take up another 
group. To show howawvide is the field 
of measureless endeavor, | call atten- 
tion to the work of scientists. Who 
will measure the value of anesthetics 
in the treatment of disease and in- 


jury? What of vaccination and the 
labors of Pasteur? Who will estimate 
the value of the service rendered by 
the man who gave us a remedy for. 
typhoid? In 1898 hundreds died of 
typhoid fever in the little army that 
was raised for the war with Spain— 
twenty-seven of my regiment died of 
that disease. Now we have a remedy 
so complete that of the nearly a mil- 
lion men who reached the hattle-line 
in France not one died of typhoid, and 
only one hundred and twenty-five of 
the four millions called to the colors.

Have you tried to estimate the serv- 
ice rendered: by Reed, who, in finding 
a remedy for yellow fever, made the 
tropics habitable and made it possibie 
for the United States to add the Pan- 
ama Canal to our great achievements? 

But the field is larger still: Raikes 
established a Sunday school and now 
we -have Sunday schools all over the

ual Experience. This eight-fold Argu- 
ment for Theism is our reason for the 
faith that is in us. 


Theism is the doctrine that the uni- 
verse owes its existence and continu- 


_ousness in existence to the reason and 
. Will of a self-existent Being who is in- 
_ finitely powerful, wise and. good. It 


is only through the divine revelation 
which is claimed by Theism that we 
can come to a satisfying conception of 
the character of God. 


It must be admitted, however, that 
our faith in the God of intelligence 
and love whom Christ reveals would 
be unstable if there were nothing in 
the world to verify it. 


Even J. S. Mill admits, ‘It must be 
allowed that in the present state of 
our knowledge the adaptations in na- 
ture afford a large probability in favor 
of Creation by intelligence.’ 


Dr. W. N. Rice writes: ‘Though 
making no approach to demonstra- 
tion, the argument from design, as it 
may be reconstructed in adaptation to 
any evolutionary conception of nature 
does establish a real probability for the 
existence of a personal God. Its 
stress must be laid not’on particular 
details of adaptation, but on the gen- 


Anthro pological, ~ 


eral aspect of law and formable or- 


der pervading all nature, the intel- 
lectuality inwrought into the uncon- 
scious material world. The book 
which we can read and understand we 
may reasonably infer was written by 
an intelligence kindred with our own. 
But the acceptance of any conclusion 
sustained only by probable reasoning 
depends largely on subjective condi- 
tions. No man is likely to believe in 
merely probable evidence a proposi- 
tion which too strongly antagonizes 
his own feelings and prejudices. To 
the fine and reverent mind the idea of 


Superior Goodness as the all-pervad- 


ing all-animating soul of the universe 
appears intrinsically probable. But 
the soul that is too proud to do any- 
thing, or too sensual to be in love 
with purity, sees no God in nature.” 


But if man is entirely dependent for 
his idea of religion on an outer reve- 
lation, then he must have what-Schell- 
ing calls ‘‘An original atheism of con- 
sciousness.” 

The theistic faith is broadbased on 
manifold rational grounds, not only on 
the evidence which nature affords, but 
on the nature of man, and on the di- 
vine revelation which culminates in 
Jesus Christ. 

Since God is not demonstrated as a 
mathematical proposition, there al- 
ways remains the possibility of doubt, 
however strong the probabilities are 
for the béing and activity of God. 


Furthermore the religious faith and 
sense of God did not spring out of a 
process of reasoning for the existence 
of God, but the process of reasoning 
was used as a confirmation of the age- 
long and universal aspiration after 
God. Man reaches this more or less 
certain confirmation of his faith in the 
personality and intelligence of God 
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through a variety of considerations: 

1. Man’s theistic faith resulls from 
his power to rationally interpret the 
universe. 


~ 


E proceeds with confidence in 


Ae powers of perception and reason 


and finds that the world responds to 


this trust. The power of man’s mind 
to interpret the universe implies a 
mind in the universe whieh is inter- 
pretable. “He finds definite and intel- 
ligible laws in chemistry, and mathe- 
matics and in the movement of the 
planets and the stars, 


He discovers that the laws of geom- 
etry are already in his own mind. It 
was this: which led Aristotle to say, 
“God geometrizes.”’ 


Dr. W. N. Clark writes: “‘If there 
was no Mind in the universe before 
man, two wonderful things happened. 
Man, a part and product of the system, 


grew up greater than that which had 
produced him, with a power of under- 
standing that had never existed any- 
where before; and man when he had 
thus come, was able to read in the 
world vast and continuous meanings 
rational to him, which had never been 
put into the world by any mind or 
power whatever, and had never even 
been thought of until he discovered 
them. Man, in fact, was in that case 
the first being that ever thought.” 


2. Closely related to this is faith 
in the Supreme Intelligence back of 
all phenomena through the idea of 
cause. It is an axiom of science that 
every effect must have a sufficient 
cause. The existence of ourselves, the 
existence of the universe must have 


for explaining them a sufficient cause. 


If the universe began to exist at 
some point in time, there must have 
been a cause sufficient to have pro- 
duced it. If the universe is itself 


eternal, then the cause would not: be 
antecedent in time, but there would be 
the underlying cause which moulds it 
in ever-changing forms, and in its pro- 
gressive unfolding. Since as has been 
observed there is the manifestation of 
mind in the world of nature; we are 
not attributing’ a sufficient cause un- 
less we as~me*the causation of the 
mind. 

3. There is then manifest in the 
world the presence of purpose. The 
old argument from design has been 


modified by modern science so that 
we can not hold narrowly to this argu- 
ment from particular adaptation. But 
design defects in the old form of 
reasoning the presence of purpose 
goes back of all particular forms and 
adaptations, and shows the purpose 
and power of adaptation which he- 
longs to the very structure of the ulti- 
mate atoms. 


_ The larger, grander conception of 
purpose is seen in the progress of na- 
ture towards man, the crown of crea- 
tion, intelligent, moral, spiritual, with 
an apparently endless capacity for in- 
tellectual and spiritual progress. 

4. The religious nature of man 
gives evidence of a personal God. 

“Man is incurably religious.” 

Theism affirms that man’s. moral 
consciousness is reliable. We can not 
believe that God speaks the truth to 
us through our senses and through our 
reason, and that the verdict of our 
higher nature is false. This leads us 
to the trilemma that God is good or 

God is bad, or there is no God. Be- 
tween the last two we would prefer 
no God at all. 

Our reasoning had led us to a belief 
in God as the most reasonable solu- 
tion of our world, so that we can not

RANK L. STANTON, beloved 
southern poet, got his jour- 
Af! nalistic start at Smithville, 
~~ 4i Ga. As editor of The Smith- 
Mg | ville News, his bright para- 
“2! graphs, often scintillating 
with quaint humor, ard in their es- 
sence always true to the soil, attract- 
ed wide attention. Every Monday 
morning The Atlanta Constitution re- 


produced a large collection of Mr. 


Stanton’s paragraphs and human-inter- 
est sketches, and his witty sayings 


were quoted quite regularly by 
“Judge” and ‘“Puck,’”’ which was 
recognition, indeed, for a modest 


Georgia editor. Being quite human 
—and Mr. Stanton has never lost that 
lovable and thoroughly engaging hu- 
man quality of his—he enjoyed it. 


About that time Mr. Stanton, then 
among the most widely quoted of the 
Georgia writers, went up to Macon on 
a visit, Siopping at the old Brown 
House. _ He tells quite humorously of 
his experience there, or lack of ex- 
perience, just as you would term it. 
There was no use keeping the public 
in the dark as to the particular Stan- 
ton. that was then deposiiing his lug- 
gage at the Brown House, he reflect- 
ed, and so in an accommodating spirit 
and in order to give full information 
he registered thusly and fully: ‘‘F. L. 
Stanton, editor-in-chief, Fhe Smith- 
ville News.” The clerk assigned him 
to a room without-:a word of comment, 
rather to his surprise. 


The young editor didn’t know ex- 
actly what form his official welcome 
to Macon would take, whether the 
members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce would call in a body, or the 
citizens would drop by informally and 
deliver in spirit, if not in reality, the 
keys to the city. An hour or so passed, 
and nothing whatever happened. 


Strolling up to the clerk, Mrss$tan- 
ton asked, in quite a casual way: 

“Any one—er—made any inquiries 
for me?” | 

“Il don’t recall any one,’’ said the 
clerk, politely. ‘‘Were you expecting 
any one, Mr. Stanton?” 

“Why, not especially,” replied the 
noted editor ef The Smithville News, 
a bit embarrassed. 


“It was a most astounding thing,” 


said Mr. Stanton, speaking with that 
gentle humdés of his, mellowed and en- 
riched by*time, ‘‘but do you know not 
a single person called for me or com- 
mented on the fact that the editor-in- 
chief of The Smithville News was in 
town. I pondered over it all the way 
back to Smithville and reflected, How” 
Short and fleeting is fame!” 

There was to come a time, of 
course, when Frank L. Stanton’s visit 
to Macon or to any other southern 


city would be a news item, and when 
the reporters would seek him out for 
an interview—but not yet. 


Mr. Stanton is not a prophet or 
even a poet without honor in his own 
country, for his fame at Smithville, 
his old home, is imperishable; the fact 
that he lived there is one of two dis- 
tinctions which set Smithville apart 
from other Georgia towns and give 
it a station as unique as it is glori- 
ous. Two things make Smithville 
famous: It is the old home of Frank 
L. Stanton and it has a hofel that 
serves chicken in some form (usually 
fried) 365 days in the year! 


EFORE long the natural, almost 

inevitable, thing happened:. Mr. 
Stanton and his talent were drawn to 
Atlanta. His connection with The At- 
lanta Constitution marked the begin- 
ning of the ‘‘Just From Georgia”’ col- 
umn, one of the most famous and 
widely quoied columns in America. As 
his talent found free.and full expres- 
sion in this friendly and congenial at- 
mosphere, and his audience constantly 
enlarged and was more and more ap- 
preciative until he and his column be- 
came a_ national institution, there 
came the natural development of his 
powers of poesy and of that quaint, 
gentle stingless humor that give his 
writings the universal appeal. 
Almost overnight, as it were, he be- 
came one of the best-known of the 
American contemporary poets, and be- 
fore long he was to gain world-wide 
recognition. 


But this is not a sketch of Mr. Stan- 
ton or even an appreciation of his 


wonderful poetic gifts and his ability . 


to catch and translate into words the 
beautiful, the wonderful and the mys- 
tic in life; whole books have been 
written on that subject. We are touch- 
ing, just lightly, on some experiences 
of Mr. Stanton’s that jostled his own 
funny-bone even at an age when he 
was apt to regard everything, includ- 
ing himself, more seriously than he 
does now, 


About that time Mr. Stanton made 
a trip to Chicago. He was then wide- 
ly quoted and various Chicago news- 
papers were republishing his poems 
regularly. Ina literary way his name 
had become a household word. 

He registered at a Chicago hotel 
and watched the expression on the 
clerk’s face closely when the young 
man read: ‘Frank L. Stanton, Atlanta, 
Ga.’”’ Rather to his surprise he did 
not change countenance in the slight- 


est. Instead of exclaiming, ‘‘Why, it 
is an honor, indeed, to have you with 
us, Mr. Stanton, he asked briskly: 


“Will you have a room with a bath, 
sir?”’ 

“The question sounded awfully 
pointed—almost personal—to me at 
the moment,”’ confessed Mr. Stanton, 


with one of his gentle smiles. ‘‘In- 
stead of being given a special welcome 
to Chicago | was asked, rather sig- 
nificantly, it struck me at the time, 
if 1 did not want—and need—a bath. 
1 followed the gentleman’s suggestion 
and took a room with all the trim- 
mings.”’

am) Great Britain, is one of the 
rey perplexing questions remain- 
ing to be settled in the Near East. 
The tension existing between Great 


Britain and Turkey pending the de- 


cision of the league of nations in the, 


matier of the Iraq boundary is a token 
of the importance attached by both 
governments to the outcome of the 
dispute. To British policy it is essen- 
tial that the mandated territory of 
Iraq should have the economic and 
stragetic advantages entailed by the 
possession of Mosul. ‘Mosul is the 
granary of Mesopotamia. Its reputed 


wealth in oil reserves has caused Brit- 
ish oil promoters to regard the Vilayet 
as a prize of special worth. Further- 
more its norihern mountain ranges 
provide what Great Britain believes 
to be an indispensable bulwark for the 
last section of the Palestine-Trans- 
jordanio-Irag route to India, which it 
wishes to make invulnerable. With 
Mosul in Turkish hands the security 
of the route would be threatened. 

In disputing British claims to the 
Vilayet of Mosul the Turkish govern- 
ment is attempting to fulfill a solemn

a few years ago a tragedy so inter- 
mingled with romance as_ indelibly 
stamped it upon the memory of many 
people yet living in that section, and 
was the real beginning of a sentiment 
in favor of law enforcement that has 
grown stronger with the passing 
years. 
| refer to the murder of John H. 
Lance, and the incidents connected 
therewith, the truth of which may be 
easily verified by communicating with 
any of the older citizens in that sec- 
tion of the mountains. 


This story verifies the old adage, 
“Truth is stranger than fiction.” 

John H. Lance was a typical Geor- 
gia mountaineer, born and reared in 
the section where he met his tragic 
death. He was a “local preacher,”’ 
earnest and honest. Of stalwart frame, 
with long hair and flowing beard, he 
would attract attention in any throng. 
He wore a “home-made” brown jéans 
suit, the cloth for which was woven 
by his good wife upon the old family 
loom that stood in a little outbuilding 
near his cabin home. The coat was a 
“Prince Albert,” with two rows of 
brass buttons, clipped from an old 
army coat, running down_the front. 
The wool from which this suit was 
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made was sheered from his flock of. 


hs 


UST north of where Georgia’s . 


sheep which ran wild in the surround- 
ing hills. 

In a cove near the point where the 
new highway crosses ‘Wolf Creek” 
on the north side of the’ mountain, 
Lance had erected his little cabin 
home. Here, surrounded by the 
mountains he loved so well, he lived 


the quiet and happy life of the real 


mountaineer, until a serpent enteréd 
his Garden ef Eden, in the form of a 
“moonshine distillery.” In the mouth 
of a mountain gulch a short distance 
above Lance’s home, two men, known 
as Tom Swaim and Fred Canup, be- 
gan making whisky with a “wildcat 
still,” and so open and flagrant be- 
came their defiance of the law, that 
Lance decided it must cease. Conse- 
quently, he boldly called on them at 
their place of business and informed 
them that unless they removed their 
plant at once, he should report the 
matter to the federal authorities in 
Atlanta. The men became very in- 
dignant, and defied Lance to interfere 
with them at his peril. 


N a_ beautiful Sunday morning 
following this visit and_ inter- 

view with the two “moonshiners,”’ the 
Rev. Lance left his cabin to attend a 
little Sunday school he had organized 
some miles away across the hills. It 
was the month of May—the mountain 
air was redolent with the perfume of 


the laurel and the ivy which were in 


full bloom, while the “dogwood” 
bushes gleamed like huge balls of snow 
against the green of the mountain 
Sides. « 

After attending his Sunday school

he started his return journey to his 
cabin home. 

At this time there was no road 
across Neels Gap, only a mountain 
trail running along the bluff above 
Wolf Gap. While walking dlong this 
trail, at a point where the road now 
crosses this creek, Lance was struck 
in the head by some one, his body 
being knocked from the bluff into the 
waters of the noisy little stream flow- 
ing below. His assailants jumped upon 
his defenseless body, and cut his throat, 
entirely severing his head from the 
trunk. Here, after completing their 
dastardly work they had left the body 

artly submerged in the water, where 
it was found later in the afternoon 
by his devoted wife. 

The country was aroused.and a 
messenger sent to Blairsville, the coun- 
ty seat, for the sheriff and coroner. 
At an inquest which followed a very 
strong case of circumstantial evidence 
was developed against young Frank 
Swaim, a son of one of the men inter- 
ested in the “moonshine distillery.”’ 
Without going into particulars, suffice 
it to say that Frank Swaim was ar- 
rested charged with the crime, and 
after a trial was convicted and given 
a life sentence in the penitentiary. At 
this time Frank was a mere boy, only 
19 years of age. He had married a 
year before his conviction and was the 
father of a baby girl. He was pas- 


_sionately devoted to his wife and child. 


After his sentence he was carrfed from 
the little county jail at Blairsville, to 
the coal mines in Dade county to 
be the remainder of his life at hard 
abor. 


FTER a few heart-broken years, 

the girl wife emigrated to the 
newly opened territory of Oklahoma. 
This was the last Frank heard from 
her for many long, weary years, 


It is truthfully said that “Murder 


will out.” In a lonely cabin in the 
great Smokey mountains of East Ten- 
nessee, a man lay dying. Upon be- 
ing informed of his desperate plight, 
he begged that an officer might be 
sent for and before he died he made 
and signed a confession in which he 
stated that he and not Frank Swaim, 
was the murderer of John H. Lance, 
and that he killed him to prevent his 
betrayal of the moonshine : still in 
which he was interested. This man 
was Fred Canup, 


The writer, being furnished with the 
facts, presented them to Governor 
Allen Q. Candler, who meas 
granted Frank a pardon, and arm 
with the order for his release I at once 
went to the coal mines to carry him 
the glad tidings. Possessed of a small 
sum of money, that he had earned by, 
extra labor during his long confine- 
ment, he left at once for the great 
west in search of the wife and child 
he had parted Wifh at the prison doors 
nineteen years before, He finally 
found them in Oklahoma, but how 
different the reality from the picture 
his imagination had so often painted 
during the long nights in his lonely 
prison cell. He found the girl wife 
now a middleaged matron, who after 
a few years’ struggle with poverty, 
had married a prosperous ranchman., 
His baby girl had also married and 
was herself the mother of baby girl. 
This was the pathetic homecoming that 
greeted him, but not for long. The 
ranchman to whom she was married, 
realizing that her heart yearned for the 
boy husband of the Georgia moun- 
tains, secured a divorce in order that 
she might return to him. 


They are today respected citizens 
of the great state of their adoption, the 
grim tragedy in which they plaYed 
such an important part being only a 
memory—a_ horrid nightmare that 
lasted for nineteen years, 
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HARLES RICHET, the gieat- 
French physiologist who won 
the Nobel Prize for physiol- 
ogy in 1913, has drawn up a 
terrific indictment of man- 
kind. 

Man, he contends, is infinitely more 


siupid than the lower animals, because 


man is the only one among the living 
species that willfully creates his own 
misery, that wages senseless wars, 
practices torture upon himself and 
others, believes in absurd superstitions, 
poisons himself with alcohol and other 
stimulanis and narcotics, bows down 
before insolent and imbecile kings and 
resists all knowledge and ideas that 
make for progress and betterment. 


The descent of man, according to 
Professor Richet, is a real descent and 
not an evolution to a higher state of 
being. The present state of civiliza- 

: tion he calls a ghastly failure, Wé are 

. not superior to the-apes and monkeys 
and other so-called lower animals, but 
really inferior to them in common 
sense. 


Professor Richet has set forth his in- 
dictment of mankind #1 a book which 
“he calls “Idiot Man or the Follies of 
Mankind.” Instead. .of designating 
man as’ Homo Sapiens (Wise Man), 
Professor Richet says that man should 
be calle Homo Stultus (Stupid Man). 


“Par be it ‘from me,” Professor 
Richet says, “‘to underestimate human 
reason. Here and there, in spite of 
his enormous mistakes, the human be- 
ing furnishes us with some proofs of 
intelligence. He has fire; he has lan- 
guage which permits of abstract ideas; 
he has clothes, buildings, towns, libra- 
ries, museums and schools. And a few 
gfeat minds have emerged from the 
brutish herd. Therefore man is not 
destitute of reason. 


“But this very reason, instead of be-

ing an argument against his stupidity, 


is a terrific proof of it. To have rea- 


son and be unreasonable is much more 
Serious than to lack the faculty of rea- 
soning. 

“To persecute Galileo because he 
said the earth revolved shows some 
intelligence, but a vitiated intelligence, 
far more vitiated than that of a shark. 
The hungry shark rushes ferociously 
upon the first thing he sees, but he 
would never be stupid enough to con- 
sider Galileo a criminal. 


“To take grapes, press them, ex- 
tract. the flowing juice, ferment it® 
place it in a still on a fire, collect and 
distil the steam, pour it into mufti-col- 
ored glass bottles and distribute it 
cleverly among countless thousands of 


people is an undeniable proof of intel-. 


ligence. Neither rabbits, cats, nor even 
monkeys, could do as much as this. Yet 
all this intelligence ends in futility. This 
flood of alcohol simply preverts the 
remnant of reason in thousands of peo- 
ple, vitiates their blood and dislocates 
their nervous system. It would be far 
better, like rabbits, cats and monkeys, 
to be ignorant of the distiller’s art. 


“Let us start with the question of 
kings. It does very little credit to hu- 
man intelligence. In the good old days 
a king, in his boundless power, had the 
right of life and death over millions of 
subjects, who were his chattels from 
his cradle. And, as he was surrounded 
by a tfoop of sturdy, unscrupulous, 
armed retainers,»he could even compel 


millions of people to toil for years on 


his palace or his tomb.

‘Professor Richet goes on to cite that 
Christopher Columbus escaped torture 
by a miracle and died in poverty and 
exile; Galileo, who invented the ther- 
mometer and the telescope, was forced 
to bow. to stupidity and drag out his 
last days, blind, in a prison cell; Guten- 
berg, the inventor of printing; Palissy, 
the fonder of paleontology and ceram- 


ics; Jenner the discoverer of vaccine; 
Harvey, the first’ to realize the value of 
experimental physiology; all had their 
lives poisoned by proscriptions, perse- 
cutions, law suits, ridicule and poverty. 

The moh, Professor Richet contends, 
always reviles and persecutes the noble 
minded men of science and thought who 
strive to liberate men from evil and 
misery and who call attention to injus- 
tice; but the mob always not only sub- 
mits to the tsars and emperors who 
make slaves of them but actually rev- 
erences and admires the cruel tyrants. 


Professor Richet is especially con- 
demnatory of man’s discovery and use 
of alcohol. 


‘“‘Man,”’ he says, “found that, by let- 
ting certain foods putrefy, he can ob- 
tain new products of speciously nourish- 
ing appearance. It is revolting enough 
that he should let pheasants, snipe and 
venison decay before he eats them; but 
the harm is not serious, firstly, because 
these nauseating dishes are reserved for 
the jaded palates of the chosen few; 
and, secondly, because the mucous 
membranes of the stomach is tough 
enough to witkstand, more or less, the 
assault of thes putrid meats. 


7 UT as to decayed vegetables it is 
a very different story. For as 

they decay, the sugary vegetables pro- 
duce a terrible poison, which is alcohol. 
And so, instead of the lawful normal 
food which the great law of nature or- 
dains and recommends, man revels in 
putrid vegetables.

ANCIENT STONE AGE 


By Ramon Coffman 


Mr. Coffman, America’s most popular 
historical writer, begins a fascinating 
new series here. 


For many thousancs of years, prob- 
ably for more than one hundred thou- 
sand, people in Europe and Asia lived 
in what we eall the Stone Age. Be- 
cause they did not know how to write 
they could not set down the history of 
their actions. It has been a hard task> 
to discover things about their daily 
life, but the careful labor of scientists 


We know, for instance, what tools 
were used during the Stone Age. We 
know about the weapons, and the wid 
beasts which were slain. We know 
the kind of dwellings which many 
Stone Age families were in the cus- 
tom of using. 

How, you may ask, do we know all 
these things if people could not write 
down what happened? 

That is a goed question, but I can- 
not answer it all at once. Caves are 
the main places where the knowledge 
has.been obtained. In the beginning 
these caves were formed by ground 
water, or by the beating of waves 
against te face of cliffs. | 
The art of writing dates back more 
than 7,000 years, but thousands of 
years passed before anyone made a 
serious effort to learn about the Stone 
Age. Many facts were written abqut 
the Age of Metal and Writing, but 
little thought was given to life before 
that age began. 

During the past few centuries, 
however, men, have gone into many 
eaves and have dug into cave “floors.” 
Sometimes even on the surface they 
have found stone tools and weapons 
deeper down they have found hun- 


dreds and hundreds of Stone Age 
relics. 
The Stone Age has received its 


name from the fact that the chief 
tools then used were made of stone. 
Pieces of stone, mainly flint, were 
chipped so that they would be sharp 
at the edges. From the shapes of 
some of the chipped stones, we feel 
certain that théy were used as knives. 
Others seem to’ have been used as 
axes. There were at first no axes 
with handles. Small trees were chop- 
ped down with sharp, heavy pieces of 
chipped stone, held in the hand. Large 
trees weré probably not chopped down 
at all.It is an interesting ‘fact that 
some of these hand-axes have been 
tested in modern times, and dozens of 
small trees have been chopped down 
without the help of a metal ax. 
Besides hand-axes and knives, Stone 
Age men made spearheads and arrow- 
heads from stone. It must have been 
a happy time when stone-pointed 
spears began to come into use. Be- 
fore that. it seems that men cou.” use 
nothing but clubs and 
sharp sticks to fight fierce teasts. 
That there were many fierce beasts at 
the time, we know from skeletons 
which have been discovered. Europe 
was onee the home of the _ saber- 
toothed tiger. This tiger has been 
given its name because of the large 
cruel teeth—‘‘as sharp as a saber’’— 
which it possessed. 
There were also cave bears and 
eaye lions in Eyrope. These must 
have been a terror to everyone who 
passed about alove. With the com- 
ing of the stone-pointed spear, the 
tables were turned.

Clark, 
is now one of the great religious lead- 
ers of the world and is commander- 
in-chief of this militant erganization 
which is larger than the army that 
did our part in the World war. What 
has he earned? 


Near Rochester. New York, there 
is a little town that has the proud 
distinction of being the birthplace of 
Frances Willard. There was nothing 
to distinguish her from other little 
girls when she was in school, bat} 
when she reached womanheod — she 
gave ker heart to a great cause; she 
became president of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, probably 
the greatest of the organizations 
among women ever formed. Under her 
leadership that erganization brought 
into the schools of the land instruction 
as to the effect of aleohol upon the 
system and that did more than any 
other ene thing, I think, to~ bring. 
national prehibition. The state of 
Illmois has placed the statue of this 
great woman in.the Hall of Fame in 
the national capital; she is the first 
woman to be thus honored. What 
has she earned?

And besides those whee 
services were of inealeulable value a 
multitude have earned lesser sums 
ranging down to a medest fortune.

In that wonderful parable of the 
Sower, Christ speaks ef the seeds 
that fell and of the thorns-that sprang 
up and choked them, and He Himself 
explained what he meant by this 


illustration, namely: That the cares 
of this werld and the deceitfulness of 
riches choke the truth. Jf the great 
benefactors of the race had been bur- 
dened with the care of big fortunes, 
they could not have deveted them- 
selves to the nobler things that gave 
them a place in the affection of their 
people and ‘in history. 

It seems, therefore, that while one 
ean not rightfully collect more than 
he honestly earns, he may. earn more 
than it would be wise for him to col- 
lect. And that brings us te the next 
question: How much should one de 
sire to collect from society? I answer. 
that no matter how large a serviee 
ene may render or how much le may 
earn, he should not desire to collect 
more than he can wisely spend. 

Consider Spending.

Have Certain Necessities. 


We need homes—we all need shel- 
ter and we need about 


the same 
amount. In fact. God was very dem- 
ecratic in the distribution of our 


needs, for He so created us that our 
needs are about the same. The range 
of expenditure for homes is probably 
wider than in the case of either food 
or clothing. We are interested in the, 
home. I never pass a little house 
where two young people are starting 
out in life without a feeling+of sym- 
pathetic interest in that home! 
never pass a house where a room is 
being added without feeling interest- 
ed, for I know the occupants have 
planned it, and looked forward to it 
and waited for it; I like to see a little 
house moved back and a larger house 
built, for I know it is the fulfillment 
of a dream. I have had seme of 
these dreams myself, and I knew how 
they lead us on and inspire us to 
larger effort and greater endeavor, 
und yet there is a limit to the amount 
one can wisely spend even for so good 
a thing as a home. 

If a man gets too big a house it 
becomes a burden to him, and many 
have had this experience. Not infre- 
quently a young couple start out poor 
and struggle along im a little house. 
After a while the time arrives and 
they build a big house, larger, pos- 
sibly. than they intended to, and it 
nearly always costs mere than they 
thought it would, and then they strug- 
gle along the rest of their lives look- 
ing back te the time when they lived 
in a little house. 

We speak of people being inde- 
pendently rich. That is a mistake; 
they are dependently rich. The richer 
a man is the more dependent he is— 
the more people he depends upon to 
help him collect his income, and the

Finally they 
have so many girls helping inside and 
so many men helping outside that they 
cannot leave the house—they have to 
stay at home and look after the es- 
tablishment. 
Condition Net New. 

This is not a new condition. One 
of the Latin poets complained of “the 
cares that hover abeut the fretted 
ceilings of the rich!” It was this 
condition that inspired Charles Wag- 
ner to write his litth book erititled 
“The Simple Life,” in which he en- 
tered an eloquent protest against the 
materialism which makes mana the 
slaves of his possessions; he presented 
an earnest plea for the raising of the 
physical. 
I repeat, that there is a limit to the 
amount a man can wisely spend upon 
a home. 


I need not remind you that. the rich 
are tempted to spend money on the 
vices that destroy—moncy honestly 
earned may thes become ai curse 
rather than a blessing. 


But a man ean give his meney 
away. Yes, and no. one who has ever 
tried it will deny that more pleasure 
is to be derived from the giving of 
money to a cause in which one’s heart 
is interested than can be obtained 
from the expenditure of the same 
amount in selfish indulgence. But if 
one is going to give largely he must 
spend a great deal of time in investi- 
gating and in comparing the merits 
of the different enterprises. I am 
persuaded that there is a better life 
than the life led by those who spend 
nearly all the time accumulating be- 
yond their needs and then emplow the 
last few dayg in giving it away. What 
the world needs is not a few men of 
great wealth, doling out their money 
in anticipation of death-—what the 
world needs is that these men link 
themselves in sympathetic interest 
with struggling humanity and help to 
solve problems of today, instead of 
creating problems for the next gem- 
eration to solve, 


Leaving Money Dangereus. 

But you say, a man can leave his 
money to his children? He ean, if 
he dares. A large fortune, im antici- 
pation, has ruined more sons than it 
has ~ helped. If a hag man “ 
so much money coming to him that he 
knows, he will never have to work, the 
chances are that it will sap his energy, 
even if it does not undermine his 
eharacter, and leave him a curse 
rather than a blessing to these who 
brought him imto the world. 

And it is searcely safer to leave 
the money to a daughter. For, if a 
‘oumg woman has a prospective in- 

itance so large that, when n young 
man calls her, she can not tell 

; ealling ypon her or her 
father, it is embarrassing—especial- 

so if she finds after marriage that 
he married the wrong member of the 
family. And, I may add, that the 
daughters of the very rich are usually 
hedged about by a social environment 
which prevents their making the ac- 
quaintance of the best young men. 
The men who, twenty-five years. from 
now, will be leaders in business, in 
society, in government, and in the 
church, are not the ‘pampered rons of 
the righ. but the young men who, 
with g health and good habits, with 
high ideals and strong ambition. are, 
under the spur of necessity, laying the 
foundation fer future achievements. 
and these young men do net have a 
chance to become, acquainted with the 
daughters of the very rich. Even if 
they did know them they might hesi- 
tate to enter the scale of ex- 
penditure to which these daughicrs are 
accustomed. 


I have dealt at length with these 
fixed limitations, although we all 


know of them or ought to. The min- 
isters tell us about these things Sun- 
day after Sunday, or should, and yet 
we find men chasing the alimiglity 
dollar until they fall exhausted into 
the grave. Dr. Talmadge dealt with 
this subject; he said that a man who 
wore himself out getting money that 
he did net need, would finally drop 
dead, and that his paster would tell 
a group of sorrowing friends that, by 
a mysterious dispensation of I[’rovi- 
dence, the good man had been cut off 
in his prime. Dr. Talmadge said that 
Providence had nothing to do with it, 
and that the minister ought to tell 


man hud been kicked to death by the 
golden calf. |
